Chapter  I. 

A.— METEOROLOGY. 

A  brief  account  of  tbe  monsoon  conditions  which  prevailed  through¬ 
out  the  Bengal  Presidency  during  May  to  October  1935,  is  given 

below. 

During  the  month  of  May  the  activity  of  thunderstorms  was,  on  the 
whole,  below  normal.  The  monsoon  extended  temporarily  into  the 
Presidency  by  the  first  week  of  June  and  it  began  to  be  active  at  the 
end  of  the  third  week.  It  was  less  active  than  usual  during  the  first 
three  weeks  of  the  next  month.  Soon  after  it  strengthened  slightly  but 
again  on  the  last  day  of  July  it  weakened  appreciably  and  remained  so 
till  the  4th  August  when  a  depression  formed  in  the  north-west  angle  of 
the  Bay.  Under  its  influence  the  monsoon  became  again  active  and 
caused  well-distributed  rain  in  the  Presidency,  particularly  in  the 
Dacca  and  Chittagong  Divisions  on  the  5th  to  7th  day  of  the  month. 
The  Damodar  and  some  other  rivers  in  West  Bengal  were  reported  to 
have  been  in  high  floods  during  the  second  and  third  weeks  of  the 
month,  and  the  latter  caused  considerable  damage  to  and  threatened  the 
safety  of  a  number  of  towns  and  villages  in  South-West  Bengal. 
During  the  major  portion  of  September  the  monsoon  remained  active, 
but  after  the  23rd  it  began  to  weaken  rapidly  and  withdrew  completely 
from  the  province  by  the  end  of  the  month.  The  weather  wTas  mainly 
dry  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  October  except  for  a  few  occasional 
thunder  showers  at  places.  The  last  week  of  the  month  was  practically 
free  from  rain.  Taking  the  monsoon  season  as  a  whole,  the  rainfall 
was  normal  only  in  the  Bajshahi  Division  and  the  Indian  States.  It 
was  in  slight  defect  in  the  Dacca  Division  and  in  moderate  defect  in 
the  rest  of  the  province.  The  following  table  will  indicate  its  varia¬ 
tion  from  normal  during  each  month  of  the  monsoon  period:  —

B _ AGRICULTURAL  AND  ECONOMIC  CONDITIONS. 

2.  Owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  harvest  this  year,  the  prices  of 
staple  food  grains  and  of  jute  ruled  generally  a  little  higher  than  in 
the  previous  year. 

There  was  practically  no  improvement  in  the  monetary  condition  of 
the  agricultural  population  in  the  year  under  review.  The  general 
depression  in  the  prices  of  agricultural  produce  and  the  partial  failure 
of  crops  as  a  result  of  drought  were  responsible  for  the  distress  in 
parts  of  Murshidabad,  Birbhum,  Bankura  and  Hooghly  where  relief 
measures  were  taken.  The  wages  of  agricultural  labourers  were  gener¬ 
ally  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 


Chapter  II. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

3.  Area  and  population. — Since  the  general  census  of  1931  there 
has  been  no  change  in  the  area  of  the  Bengal  Presidency  which  covered 
72,514  square  miles,  excluding  that  of  the  Bengal  States  and  the 
Chittagong  Hill  Tracts.  According  to  the  census  of  1931  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  Presidency  was  49,901,080  and  the  average  population  per 
square  mile  was  688.  The  birth  and  death  rates  shown  in  this  report 
have  been  calculated  on  the  census  population  of  1931. 

4.  Estimated  population. — Calculated  according  to  the  method  of 
“natural  increase,”  the  estimated  mid-vear  population  of  Bengal  for 
the  year  1935  is  51,231,433.  The  birth  and  death  rates  calculated 
thereon  are  shown  below : —

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  Bengal  for  the  year  1931  w’as 
calculated  to  be  50,046,202  according’  to  the  method  of  “natural 
increase.”  The  mid-year  population  for  subsequent  years  was  calculat¬ 
ed  by  the  same  method.  The  figure  for  1935  thus  obtained  is  51,231,433. 
The  birth  and  death  rates  per  mille  of  estimated  population  for  the  year 
1935  work  out  to  31*9  and  22  T  respectively  as  against  32*7  and  22*7 
calculated  on  the  census  population  of  1931. 

5.  The  provincial  birth  and  death  rates. — Calculated  on  the  census 
of  1931,  the  provincial  birth  rate  for  1935  was  32*7  per  mille  and  the 
death  rate  was  22-7  per  mille  as  against  29  -3  and  23*6,  respectively, 
in  1934.  Thus  the  birth  rate  of  1935  showed  an  increase  of  11-6  per 
cent,  but  the  death  rate  showed  a  decrease  by  3  *8  per  cent.  Against 
the  quinquennial  average  of  27*6  birth  rate  and  22-3  death  rate,  both 
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the  birth  and  death  rates  of  1935  showed  an  increase  of  18  *5  and  1  *8 
per  cent.,  respectively. 

6.  Comparison  of  the  Bengal  vital  statistics  with  those  of  the  other 
provinces. — A  comparative  statement  showing  the  birth,  death  and 
infant  mortality  rates  of  Bengal  and  those  of  other  provinces  is  appended 
below : —

Bengal  recorded  the  lower  birth  rate  than  all  other  provinces 
excepting  North-West  Frontier  Province  and  Assam.  Her  death 
rate  was  also  higher  than  these  two  provinces  and  Burma,  and  lower 
than  the  remaining  other  provinces.  The  rate  of  natural  increase  was 
1G;0  per  mille  of  population  compared  with  5*7  per  mille  in  1934.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  was  lower  than  Madras,  Bombay,  Central 
Provinces,  Burma  and  Assam,  but  higher  than  that  of. all  other  provinces. 
The  rate  of  infant  mortality  in  Bengal  which  had  risen  up  to  200:1  in 
1933,  came  down  to  189  *2  in  1934  and  was  further  reduced  by  16  '2  per 
cent,  in  1935. 

7.  Natural  increase  of  population  in  Bengal. — There  was  an  in¬ 
crease  of  502,702  births  over  deaths  in  the  province  against  an  increase 
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of  287,633  births  over  deaths  in 

1934.

During  the  year  under  report  the 

increase 

was  greater  than  that  in 

1934  in  all  districts  excepting1  Noakhali,  Bakarganj  and  Chittagong 
where  the  rate  was  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year.  Birbhum  and 
Bogra  which  had  showed  a  deterioration  in  1934  improved  in  1935  with 
a  natural  increase  of  11  *6  and  7*2  per  mille,  respectively.  Only  in 
Calcutta  there  was  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births.

Seventeen  districts  showed  improvement  and  four  districts  retro¬ 
gression  in  their  decadent  areas  during  the  year  under  report,  whereas 
in  Howrah,  24-Parganas  and  Khulna  the  position  remained  the  same  as 
in  the  previous  year.  In  Dacca  and  Tippera  there  was  no  decadent 
area.  Of  the  four  districts  which  had  showed  the  worst  decadence  in 
1934,  Birbhum  and  Faridpur  were  free  from  decadency  and  Bogra 
reduced  its  decadent  area  from  954  to  4  square  miles  in  1935,  but 
Jessore,  on  the  contrary,  showed  further  retrogression  by  increasing 
its  decadent  area  to  1,140  square  miles.  The  worst  decadence  in  1935- 
was  noted  in  Bakarganj  in  the  Dacca  Division. 
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9.  Registration  and  verification  of  vital  events. — The  registration 
of  births  and  deaths  is  compulsory  in  all  urban  and  rural  areas  under 
the  Bengal  Births  and  Deaths  Registration  Act,  1873.  The  system  of 
registration,  collection  and  transmission  of  vital  statistics  still  con¬ 
tinued  to  work  unsatisfactorily  as  far  as  the  district  returns  were 
concerned.  In  spite  of  all  possible  means  being  adopted  by  the  Bengal 
Public  Health  Department  no  definite  improvement  could  be  effected  in 
the  system.  It  was  noticed  that  the  average  delay  in  the  receipt  of 
the  district  returns  was  three  months  later  than  the  due  month.  This 
undue  delay  dislocated  the  whole  chain  of  returns,  both  provincial  and 
imperial.  _  It  was,  on  the  whole,  less  in  the  case  of  the  districts  where 
the  experiment  with  the  alternative  system  of  collection  and  consolida¬ 
tion  of  the  union  board  returns  by  the  sanitary  inspectors  of  the  rural 
health  circles  had  been  carrying  on  and  also  in  the  district  of  Bankura 
where  another  experiment  with  simple  forms  was  going  on.  As  both 
the  experiments  were  reported  to  have  worked  satisfactorily,  the  district 
boards  concerned  were  allowed  to  continue  them  and  the  alternative 
system  was  extended  to  the  districts  of  Midnapur,  Dacca  and  Mymen- 
singh  in  the  year  under  review. 

The  appended  statement  shows  the  registration  of  births  and  deaths 
within  railway  limits.  During  the  year  under  report,  altogether  302 
births  and  273  deaths  were  registered  within  railway  areas  against  456 
and  310,  respectively,  in  the  previous  year.  These  figures  were  includ¬ 
ed  in  the  respective  district  returns.  It  will  appear  that  separate 
figures  were  not  available  in  four  districts  and  no  information  was 
received  from  two  districts,  whereas  neither  any  birth  nor  a  death  was 
registered  in  three  districts  during  the  year  1935.

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Altogether  796  persons  were  prosecuted  in  Bengal  for  not  reporting 
vital  occurrences  to  the  local  registrars,  of  which  591  ended  in  convic¬ 
tion,  77  in  acquittal,  56  cases  were  struck  off  or  withdrawn  and  72  were 
pending  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the  total  796  cases,  456  prosecu¬ 
tions  were  instituted  in  the  rural  areas,  322  in  municipal  areas  and  18 
in  the  Asansol  Mining  area. 

The  municipalities  of  Chittagong  and1  Satkliira  instituted  89  and 
46  prosecutions,  respectively.  In  the  rest  of  the  municipalities  such 
prosecution  was  very  poor.  In  the  rural  areas,  the  Sadar  subdivision 
of  the  Chittagong  district  instituted  60  prosecutions,  Kushtia  (Nadia) 
48,  Barasat  ^24-Parganas)  35,  Sadar  (Nadia)  34,  Madaripur  (Farid- 
pur)  29,  Basirhat  (24-Parganas)  26,  and  Asansol  (Burdwan)  and 
Banaghat  (Nadia)  21  each.

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BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH  RATES. 

10.  Provincial  births  and  birth  rates. — The  number  of  live-births 
registered  during  1935  was  1,634,129,  of  which  848,369  were  males  and 
785,760  females  against  1,464,520,  759,722  and  704,798,  respectively, 
in  1934.  The  birth  rate  was  32/7  per  mille  of  population  in  1935 
against  29  *3  in  1934.  Compared  with  the  last  year  and  the  previous 
quinquennium  the  birth  rate  in  1935  showed  an  increase  of  3-4  and 
htl  per  mille  of  population,  respectively.  The  year  under  review 
recorded  the  highest  rate  of  births  since  1919.  The  proportion  of  male 
births  to  every  100  female  births  in  1935  was  108  against  107  in  1934. 

11.  District  births  and  birth  rates. — Calcutta  recorded  the  lowest 

birth  rate  in  1935,  i.e.,  22-2  per  mille.  Bogra  district  with  a  birth 
rate  of  27*1  per  mille  comes  next.  Both  Calcutta  and  Bogra,  how¬ 
ever,  registered  comparatively  lower  birth  rates  of  21  *5  and  21  *1,  res¬ 
pectively,  in  1934.  Compared  with  the  previous  year,  all  the  districts 
excepting  Dinajpur  and  Bakarganj,  registered  higher  birth  rates  in 
1935.  As  in  the  previous  year,  the  Darjeeling  district  recorded  the 
highest  birth  rate,  i.e.,  40*1  per  mille.  Murshidabad  district  comes 
next  with  a  birth  rate  of  39  *7  per  mille.  As  compared  with  the  pro¬ 
vincial  birth  rate  (32*7),  sixteen  districts  showed  a  higher  birth  rate. 
Compared  with  the  previous  decennium,  the  birth  rate  for  1935  was 
lower  in  one  district  only,  namely,  Dinajpur.

12.  Births  and  birth  rates  in  municipalities. — The  total  number  of 

births  registered  in  the  municipalities  of  the  Bengal  Presidency  during 
the  year  1935  was  77,339,  yielding  a  ratio  of  22*0  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  against  73,026  and  20*8,  respectively,  in  the  previous  year, 
showing  an  increase  of  1  *2  per  mille  over  1934.  Ten  towns  returned 
birth  rates  above  the  provincial  average  (32  #7).  Three  municipalities 
registered  birth  rates  between  40  and  50  per  mille ;  8  municipalities 
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between  30  and  40,  51  municipalities  between  20  and  3u,  48  muni¬ 
cipalities  between  10  and  20.  Nine  municipalities  showed  below  10.

It  will  appear  that  in  these  towns,  with  the  exception  of  Khulna, 
Dinajpur  and  Halisahar,  the  registration  of  vital  events  was  more  un¬ 
satisfactory  in  1935  than  in  1934. 


13.  Births  and  birth  rates  in  rural  areas. — Of  the  total  1,634,129 
births  registered  in  the  province  during  the  year  1935,  1,556,790  were 
recorded  in  the  rural  areas,  showing  a  birth  rate  of  33*6  per  mille 
against  30:0  per  mille  in  1934,  i.e.,  12  per  cent,  higher  than  that  in  the 
previous  year.  In  362  registering  circles  it  was  higher  than  the  pro¬ 
vincial  average.  Classifying  the  birth  rates  according  to  the 
registering  circles,  six  returned  rates  above  50  (Sukhia  Pakhri  in  the 
Darjeeling  district  showed  the  highest  rate  70  *2,  Noapara  in  the 
24-Parganas  district  with  55*9  coming  next).  Ninety-one  circles 
showed  rates  between  40  and  50,  347  between  30  and  40,  134  between 
20  and  30,  and  16  between  10  and  20  per  mille. 


14.  Births  and  birth  rates  according  to  chief  communities. — The 

following  statement  wTill  indicate  the  proportion  of  the  total  provincial 
births  in  1935,  according  to  the  chief  communities,  including  the 
“Other  classes,”  who  showed  a  birth  rate  of  75*7  per  mille  as  against 
74*9  in  1934.  As  in  the  previous  year,  the  Mussalmans  recorded  the 
next  higher  birth  rate  (33*4)  against  29 ‘4  in  1934,  while  the  Christians 
showed  the  lowest  birth  rate  (21  *7)  against  20  4  in  1934: —

16.  Still-births- — Altogether  72,558  still-hirtlis  were  registered  in 
Bengal  during  1935,  i.e.,  4-4  for  every  100  live-births,  the  figures  for 
the  previous  three  years  being  53,580  in  1934,  52,481  in  1933  and 
46,742  in  1932.  It  appears  that  this  incidence  is  gradually  increasing 
year  after  year.  The  proportion  of  sjtill-births  to  total  births  was  4*25 
per  cent,  in  1935  against  3  *53  in  1934,  3  *44  in  1933  and  3  *40  in  1932.

17.  Still-births  according  to  chief  communities. — Out  of  the  total 

of  72,558  still-births,  44,639  were  among  Mussalnians,  26,561  among 
Hindus,  197  among  Buddhists,  100  among  Christians  and  the  rest 
among  “Other  classes.” 

In  accordance  with  the  orders  of  the  Grovernment  of  India,  a  new 
form  showing  the  still-births  registered  according  to  class  and  sex  in 
the  districts  of  the  Bengal  Presidency  during  the  year  1935,  is  append¬ 
ed  to  this  report  as  annual  form  No.  I  (A). 
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DEATHS  AND  DEATH  RATES 

18.  Provincial  deaths  and  death  rates. — During  the  year  1935, 
1,131,427  deaths  were  registered  in  the  province,  representing  a  death 
rate  of  22*7  per  mille  from  all  causes.  The  corresponding  figure  for 
the  year  1934  is  1,176,887  or  23-6  per  mille  and  22 ’3  during  the  pre¬ 
vious  quinquennium.  The  death  rate  of  1935  showed  a  decrease  of 
3  *8  per  cent,  as  compared  with  that  of  1934.  Against  the  quinquennial 
average,  it  showed  an  increase  by  1*8  per  cent.  589,225  males  and 
542,202  females  died  during  the  year  as  against  610,731  males  and 
566,156  females  during  1934.  One  hundred  and  eight  males  died  to 
every  100  females.  The  death  rate  from  various  causes  is  shown 
below :  —

19.  Seasonal  incidence  of  mortality. — The  provincial  death  rate 
was  highest  (2  *6)  in  December  and  lowest  (1  ;4)  in  June.  Compared 
with  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  decennium,  the  monthly 
mortality  rates  in  1935  showed  increase  from  July  to  October,  remained 
stationary  from  March  to  May  and  showed  a  reduction  in  the  remain¬ 
ing  five  months.  Against  the  corresponding  months  of  the  previous 
year,  the  death  rates  in  1935  showed  an  increase  in  September  only  and 
comparative  reduction  in  the  remaining  months  except  June  and  from 
October  to  December  when  the  rate  was  stationary.

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20.  District  deaths  and  death  rates. — Fifteen  districts  returned 
death  rates  above  the  provincial  average  which  was  22*7  per  mille  in 
1935.  Darjeeling  with  a  death  rate  of  32*5  topped  the  list,  while 
Dacca,  with  18  ;9  per  mille,  showed  the  lowest  death  rate.  Compared 
with  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  decennium,  13  districts 
showed  an  increase,  while  in  the  remaining  14  districts,  there  was  a 
decrease.  Compared  with  1934,  the  death  rate  showed  an  increase  in 
11  districts  and  decrease  in  15  districts.

21.  Deaths  and  death  rates  in  towns. — 73,507  deaths,  with  an 
aggregate  death  rate  of  20  -9  per  mille,  were  registered  in  the  towns  of 
Bengal  in  1935,  against  72,800  deaths,  with  a  rate  of  20*7  in  1934, 
showing  an  increase  of  707  in  the  total  number  of  deaths  and  *96  per 
cent,  in  the  death  rate.  The  rate  increased  by  6  *6  per  cent,  compared 
with  the  previous  quinquennium.  Thirteen,  out  of  the  119  towns, 
returned  death  rates  above  the  provincial  average,  Kurseong,  with 
34*1  per  mille,  heading  the  list.  Two  towns,  viz.,  Kurseong  and 
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Howrah,  returned  death  rates  between  30  and  40,  20  towns  between 
20  and  30,  73  towns  between  10  and  20.  The  following  24  towns 
recorded  absurd  death  rates  :  —

The  above  statement  shows  that  there  has  been  practically  no 
improvement  in  the  registration  of  deaths  in  any  of  these  towns.  This 
work  has  deteriorated  in  the  towns  of  Kandi,  Muktagacha  and  Bajitpur. 

22.  Deaths  and  death  rates  in  rural  areas. — In  1935,  the  rural 
areas  in  the  province  returned  1,057,920  deaths  and  an  aggregate  death 
rate  of  22*8  per  mille,  compared  with  a  total  of  1,104,087  deaths  and  a 
death  rate  of  23-8  per  mille  in  1934.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  46,167 
in  the  total  number  of  deaths  and  4-2  per  cent,  in  the  death  rate. 
Compared  with  the  mean  of  the  previous  five  years,  the  rate  increased 
by  1*3  per  cent.  In  309  circles  the  death  rates  were  higher  than  the 
provincial  average.  Seven  circles  returned  death  rates  above  40  per 


mille,  the  highest  (46  -8)  being  in  the  Kharibari  police-station  jLn  the 
district  of  Darjeeling.  Sixty-one  circles  returned  rates  between  30 
and  40,  361  between  20  and  30  and  165  between  10  and  20.  No  circle 
returned  death  rate  below  10  per  mille. 

23.  Comparison  of  death  rates  in  towns  with  those  in  rural  areas. — 

In  the  rural  areas,  the  death  rates,  in  respect  of  cholera,  smallpox, 
dysentery  and  diarrhoea,  respiratory  diseases,  injuries  and  other  causes 
were  less  than  those  in  the  urban  areas.  In  fevers  only,  the  rural  death 
rate  exceeded  the  urban  rate.  Only  2  deaths  from  plague  occurred  in 
the  rural  areas  of  the  Burdwan  district.  It  was  for  the  higher  pre¬ 
valence  of  fevers  in  the  rural  areas,  the  total  death  rate  in  those  areas 
was  also  higher  than  that  in  the  urban  areas.

24.  Death  rates  in  Calcutta  compared  with  those  in  the  rural  and 
other  urban  areas  of  Bengal. — The  Calcutta  death  rate  was  lower  than 
that  in  the  other  towns  as  well  as  in  the  rural  areas  with  respect  to 
fevers  only.

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As  regards  details,  the  following  statement  will  indicate  that 
Calcutta  returned  higher  rates  of  mortality  from  all  causes  except 
malaria,  kala-azar,  other  fevers  and  child  birth,  as  in  the  previous  year.

25.  Deaths  from  maternal  causes^ — 15,608  deaths  from  maternal 
causes  were  registered  in  the  province  in  1935,  compared  with  13,692 
deaths  in  1934.  Of  the  total  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1935,  647  were 
returned  from  the  towns  and  the  rest  from  the  rural  areas.  The  pro¬ 
vincial  death  rate  was  9:5  per  1,000  births  against  0*3  in  1934.  There 
was  an  increase  of  3*8,  2 '6,  *72  and  2*5  per  cent.,  respectively,  in  the 
Burdwan,  Presidency,  Rajshahi  and  Dacca  Divisions  but  a  decrease 
of  1*02  per  cent,  in  the  Chittagong  Division  only.

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26.  Mortality  according  to  sox — 589,225  males  and  542,202  females 
died  in  1935  against  610,731  males  and  566,156  females  in  the  previous 
year,  with  a  death  rate  of  22; *7  for  males  and  22 '6  for  females,  as 
against  23  *5  for  males  and  23  *6  for  females  in  1934,  showing  a  decrease 
of  3  -4  and  4  '2  per  cent.,  respectively.  Compared  with  the  average  of 
the  previous  quinquennium,  the  increase  was  2 '7  per  cent,  for  the 
males  and  4 '6  per  cent,  for  the  females.  The  female  death  rate  exceed¬ 
ed  that  for  the  males  in  12  out  of  the  27  districts  in  the  province.

28.  Mortality  according  to1  age. — During  1935,  the  highest  rates 
of  mortality  occurred  among  infants  and  old  people  and  the  lowest  in 
the  age  period  10  to  15  years.  The  death  rate  for  every  age  period, 
excepting  that  in  the  periods  from  20  to  30  years  and  from  60  years 
and  above,  decreased  in  1935  in  comparison  with  that  in  the  previous 
year.

Classified  according  to  sex,  it  would  appear  that  more  females  died 
than  males  during  the  age  periods  5  to  10  years  and  15  to  40  years. 
This  excess  of  female  over  male  deaths  is  marked  during  the  age  periods 
15  to  30  years  and  is  generally  attributed  to  the  greater  risk  of  death 
to  which  women  are  exposed  during  the  child-bearing  period.  The

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29.  Provincial  infant  mortality. — 259,036  infants  under  one  year, 
of  whom  140,449  were  males  and  118,587  females,  died  in.  1935. 
During  the  previous  year,  277,194  infants  under  one  year  died,  of 
whom  148,592  were  males  and  128,602  females.  The  death  rates  for 
the  two  years  were  158*5  and  189*2  per  1,000  births,  respectively. 
22>*9  per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  deaths  occurred  among  infants 
below  one  year.  59  *3  per  cent,  of  the  total  infant  mortality  was  re¬ 
corded  among  infants  under  one  month,  26  *1  per  cent,  among  those 
between  1  and  6  months,  and  14*6  per  cent,  among  the  age  period 
of  between  6  and  12  months. 
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30.  Infant  mortality  in  districts. — During  1935,  twelve  districts 

returned  infant  mortality  rates  above  the  provincial  average.  The 
highest  rate  (239)  was  recorded  in  Calcutta,  followed  by  Dinajpur 
(211).  The  lowest  rate  was  registered  in  Malda  district  (114).  Com¬ 
pared  with  the  mean  rate  for  the  previous  decennium,  all  the  districts, 
excepting  Bakarganj,  Chittagong  and  Noakhali,  showed  a  decrease  in 
their  infantile  mortality  rates.

31.  Infant  mortality  in  towns  and  rural  areas. — 13,788  infants 
under  one  year  died  in  towns  in  1935,  yielding  a  death  rate  of  178*3 
against  14,390  with  a  death  rate  of  197  *0  per  thousand  of  births  in 
1934,  showing  a  decrease  of  9  ;5  per  cent,  over  the  latter.  The  Kalna 
municipality  returned  the  highest  rate  (321  *9),  followed  by  Bans- 
beria  (314  7),  tbe  former  continuing  to  show  tbe  highest  infant 
mortality  rate  since  last  five  years.  The  lowest  rate  (5  *2)  was  re¬ 
turned  from  the  Dhulian  municipality,  while  no  death  under  this 
head  was  reported  by  the  Gauripur  municipality.  The  rural  rate  was 
157*5  against  188*8  in  the  previous  year,  showing  a  decrease  of  16*6 
per  cent,  in  1935. 

32.  Infant  mortality  according  to  chief  communities. — Out  of  the 

tjotal  of  2,59,036  infants  died  during  1935  before  they  reached  one  year 
of  age,  105,622  were  among  Hindus,  147,061  among  Mussalmans,  38Q 
among  Christians  and  5,973  among  “Other  classes, ”  the  death  rate 
for  Hindus  being  158*5,  for  Mussalmans  160*1,  for  Christians  97*6 
and  for  “Other  classes'’  131*9  per  1,000  live-births. 


Chapter  III. 


STATE  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  IN  THE  PROVINCE  AND  THE 

HISTORY  OF  CHIEF  DISEASES. 

33.  General  remarks  on  the  health  of  the  Presidency. — During  the 
year  under  report,  the  birth  rate  was  32.7  against  29.3  per  mille  in 
1934,  showing  an  increase  of  11*6  per  cent.  The  death  rate  was  22*7 
against  23  *6  per  mille  in  the  previous  year,  showing  a  decrease  of 
3/*8  per  cent.  The  natural  increase  in  1935  w^as  10*0  per  mille  against 
5  *7  per  mille  in  1934.  As  regards  mortality  from  principal  causes,  the 
death  rates  from  smallpox,  fevers,  malaria  and  dysentery  and  diar¬ 
rhoea  wrere  less  by  50  per  cent.,  7 .*8  per  cent.,  ll.*5  per  cent,  and  9pl 
per  cent.,  respectively,  than  those  of  the  previous  year.  Cholera  death 
rate  showed  a  slight  increase  from  1  *0  per  mille  to  1  *2  per  mille,  while 
the  death  rate  from  respiratory  diseases  remained  the  same  as  in  1934. 
The  infantile  death  rate  too  was  less  by  16  -2  per  cent.  Thus  it  appears 
that  the  health  of  the  Bengal  Presidency  as  a  whole  compared  favourably 
with  the  previous  year. 


Cholera. 

34.  General  prevalence. — Cholera  claimed  59,605  deaths  in  1935, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  1  -2  per  mille  against  50,742  deaths  and  a  rate 
of  1  -0  per  mille  in  the  previous  year,  showing  an  increase  of  20  per 
cent.  over  the  latter.  It  was  also  20  per  cent.  higher 
than  the  average  of  the  previous  quinquennium  (1*0).  5  *3  per 
cent,  of  the  total  provincial  deaths  in  1935  was  due  to  cholera. Reports 
of  cholera  deaths  were  received  from  659  out  of  713  circles  of 
registration  and  from  14,569  out  of  86,361  villages  in  the  province, 
against  602  out  of  673  circles  and  10,436  out  of  86,360  villages, 
respectively,  in  the  previous  year. 
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The  diagram  below  shows  the  incidence  of  cholera  mortality  in 
each  province  of  British  India  during  the  years  1933,  1934  and  1935:  —

35.  Seasonal  incidence. — In  January  1935,  there  were  5,785  deaths 
from  cholera.  The  mortality  rose  up  to  9,500  in  April  and  came 
down  to  2,412  in  June.  Then  it  began  to  rise  gradually  during  the 
next  two  months.  It  came  down  to  2,485  in  October  but  rose  up 
again.  Compared  with  1934,  the  death  rates  from  cholera  were 
higher  in  all  the  months,  except  May  and  June  in  which  the  rates 
were  the  same,'  and  November  and  December  in  which  they  were  less. 
Compared  with  the  previous  decennium,  the  death  rates  were  higher 
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in  February,  March,  and  July  to  September,  but  lower  in  all  other 
months,  except  June  in  which  the  death  rate  was  the  same  as  the 
decennium.

— Eleven  districts 
returned  rates  above  the  provincial  average  (1  *2)  of  the  cholera  morta¬ 
lity.  24-Parganas,  with  its  rate  of  2  -5  per  mille,  topped  the  list, 
followed  by  Howrah  and  Noakhali  with  a  rate  of  2*4  each.  Eight  other 
districts  reported  rates  varying  between  1  :4  and  1  *9  per  mille.  Except¬ 
ing  Darjeeling,  which  was  free  from  cholera  in  1935,  the  remaining 
15  districts  reported  cholera  death  rates  below  the  provincial  average. 
Compared  with  1934,  all  the  districts,  excepting  Birbhum,  Nadia, 
Murshidabad,  Malda,  Dacca,  Faridpur  and  Bakarganj,  showed  an  in¬ 
crease  in  the  death  rates  from  cholera.  In  Bogra  and  Mymensingh 
the  rate  was  stationary.  Compared  with  the  previous  decennium,  the 
death  rates  from  cholera  showed  an  increase  in  eleven  districts  and  a 
decrease  in  all  other  districts,  except  Tippera  in  which  the  rate  was 
the  same.

occurred  in  towns  and  54,835  in  the  rural  areas  of  Ben'gal  in  1935, 
yielding  death  rates  of  1  *4  and  1  ;2  per  mille,  respectively,  against  *9 
and  1  *0  per  rnille,  respectively,  in  1934.  Both  the  urban  and  the  rural 
rates  were,  therefore,  higher  by  55  and  20  per  cent.,  respectively,  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  Thirty-two  towns  returned  cholera 
death  rates  above  the  urban  average  (1  *4).  The  highest  death  rate 
(4-5  per  mille)  was  registered  at  Jhalakati  (Bakarganj),  followed  by 
Halisahar  (4*2)  in  the  24-Parganas  district.  Six  towns  recorded  death 
rates  between  3  and  4,  seventeen  towns  between  2  and  3,.  eighteen 
towns  between  1  and  2  and  sixty-one  towns  below  one  per  mille,  while 
no  death  from  cholera  occurred  in  15  towns. 
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38.  Preventive  measures. — The  following  anti-cholera  measures 
were  adopted:  — 

ia)  Inoculation. — 2,689,025  cubic  centimetres  of  anti-cholera  vaccine 
were  issued  in  1935  against  2,442,620  c.c.  in  the  previous  year.  The 
total  number  of  inoculations  performed  was  2,329,326  against  2,106,269 
in  1934.  The  subjoined  table  shows  the  number  of  inoculations 
performed  in  the  various  districts  and  the  cholera  deaths  for  1$35,  as 
compared  with  those  in  1934:  —

39.  General  prevalence.— 7, 548  deaths  were  due  to  smallpox  in 
the  province  in  1935,  against  8,296  in  1934,  yielding  a  death  rate  of 
•15  per  mi  lie  against  *2  in  1934  and  -2,  the  mean  of  the  previous 
quinquennium.  There  was,  therefore,  50  per  cent,  reduction  in  small¬ 
pox  mortality  rate  in  1935  compared  with  the  previous  year  as  well 
as  the  previous  quinquennial  average.  As  in  the  previous  year, 
smallpox  accounted  for  *7  per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  mortality 
in  1935.  Four  hundred  and  forty-nine  registration  circles  and  2,220 
•villa  ges  were  affected  with  smallpox  in  1935  compared  with  444  circles 
and  2,265  villages  in  1934. 

The  following  diagram  indicates  the  comparative  prevalence  of 
smallpox  deaths  in  each  province  of  British  India  during  the  last 
triennium :  — 
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40.  Seasonal  incidence. — With  327  deaths  in  January  1935,  small¬ 
pox  was  on  steady  rise  till  it  rose  to  its  maximum  (1,211)  in  April. 
From  May,  it  tended  to  decline  reaching  its  lowest  in  October.  From 
November  it  again  began  to  rise.  The  highest  mortality  rate  (2  *4 
per  100,000)  occurred  in  April,  May  and  December  and  the  lowest  (0*4 
per  100,000)  in  October.  Compared  with  1934,  the  death  rate  in  1935 
was  lower  in  every  month  from  January  to  May,  equal  from  June  to 
August  and  higher  during  the  remaining  months.  Compared  with  the 
decennial  average,  the  death  rates  were  less  in  every  month,  except 
December  in  which  the  rate  was  higher.

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41.  Smallpox  in  districts. — Ten  districts  showed  death  rates  above 
the  provincial  average  for  smallpox  (*1  per  mille).  As  in  the  previous 
two  years,  Calcutta  had  the  worst  of  smallpox  deaths  in  1935  also.  Its 
death  rate  (1  '03  per  mille)  was  higher  than  that  of  the  previous  year, 
but  lower  than  that  of  the  preceding  decade.  Jessore,  Khulna  and 
Darjeeling,  with  '01  per  mille  each,  were  the  least  affected  districts. 
Compared  with  the  previous  year,  there  was  an  increase  in  12  districts 
and  a  decrease  in  the  remaining  districts.  As  compared  with  the 
previous  decennial  average,  the  rate  was  lower  in  all  the  districts 
except  Bakarganj  in  which  there  was  a  very  slight  increase  in  1935.

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42.  Smallpox  in  towns  and  rural  areas. — 2,269  deaths  from  small¬ 
pox  were  registered  in  the  towns  and  5,279  in  the  rural  areas  of  the 
province  in  1935  against  1,498  and  6,798,  respectively,  in  1934.  The 
respective  death  rates  were  *6  and  T  per  mille  against  *4  and  T  in 
1934,  showing  an  increase  of  50  per  cent,  in  towns  and  remaining  the 
same  in  the  rural  areas.  Of  the  total  deaths  from  smallpox  in  all 
the  towns  in  Bengal,  Calcutta  alone  was  responsible  for  1,173  deaths 
or  51  *7  per  cent,  in  1935.  Fifteen  towns  recorded  death  rates  higher 
than  the  urban  average,  the  chief  of  these  being  Midnapnr  (8*3), 
.Jangipur  (3*0)  and  Krishnagar  (1*2).  Fifty-seven  towns  recorded  rates 
below  1  per  mille,  while  no  death  from  smallpox  occurred  in  55  towns. 

The  table  appended  below  shows  in  particular  that,  so  far  as  urban 
areas,  excluding  Calcutta,  are  concerned,  the  Burdwan  Division  with 
an  average  of  36  -4  deaths  per  infected  town  and  with  56  *5  per  cent. 
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of  the  total  urban  deaths  from  smallpox,  was  the  worst  affected  division 
in  the  province.  Chittagong  was  the  least  affected  division  in  1935.

43.  Deaths  from  smallpox  among  infants  below  one  year  and 
children  between  one  and  ten  years  of  age. — Four  hundred  infants 
below  one  year  and  910  children  between  one  and  ten  years  of  age 
died  in  1935  from  smallpox  against  377  and  966,  respectively,  in  1934, 
showing  an  increase  of  23  in  the  former  and  a  decrease  of  56  in  the 
latter.  5  *3  per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  smallpox  mortality 
occurred  among  the  infants  and  12*1  per  cent,  among  the  children  in 
1935  against  4  *5  and  11 '6  per  cent,  respectively,  in  1934.

The  percentage  of  smallpox  deaths  among  infants  to  total  increased 
in  1935  in  13  districts,  the  biggest  rise  being  in  Rangpur.  Ten  dis¬ 
tricts  reported  no  death  from  smallpox  among  infants.  As  regards 
children  between  one  and  ten  years  of  age,  13  districts  showed  an 
increase  in  the  percentage  of  smallpox  deaths  during  the  year,  the 
biggest  rise  being  in  Pabna  (31 '0)  against  40*4  in  1934.  This  district 


showed  highest  percentage  in  such  deaths  in  the  previous  year  also.

Fevers. 

47  General  prevalence. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  as  due 
to  fevers  was  705,628  in  1935  against  764,492  in  1934.  The  death  rate 
was  14  T  per  mille  in  1935  against  15f*3  in  1934  and  14  *8  the  mean  of 
the  previous  quinquennium.  The  fever  death  rate  during  1935  thus 
decreased  by  7  *8  per  cent,  compared  with  the  previous  year  and  by 
4*7  per  cent,  with  the  last  quinquennial  average.  Compared  with 
1934,  there  was  a  general  decrease  of  death  rate  from  all  kinds  of 
fevers  in  1935,  except  Kala-azar,  in  which  there  was  an  increase  of 
20  *7  per  cent.  Fevers  accounted  for  62  *4  per  cent,  of  the  total  pro¬ 
vincial  mortality  against  64*9  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year.

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50.  Fever  mortality  in  towns  and  rural  areas. — 14,004  deaths 
from  fever  were  returned  from  towns  and  691,624  deaths  from 
the  rural  areas  in  1935,  showing*  death  rates  of  4*0  and  14 -9  per  mill©, 
respectively.  The  corresponding  number  of  fever  deaths  during  1934 
were  14,615  and  749,877,  with  death  rates  of  4  *2  and  16  -2  per  mille 
respectively.  Compared  with  the  preceding  year,  the  death  rates 
decreased  in  1935  by  4*8  per  cent,  in  towns  and  8/0  per  cent,  in  the 
rural  areas.  Towns  were  responsible  for  2*0  per  cent,  and  the  rural 
areas  for  98/0  per  cent,  of  the  total  fever  mortality  against  1  *9  and 
98*1  per  cent.,  respectively,  in  the  previous  year.  Sixty-one  towns 
registered  death  rates  above  the  urban  average  (4*0).  Eleven  towns 
headed  by  Kurseong  (20*9)  returned  rates  above  10,  and  the  remain¬ 
ing  108  towns  below  10  per  mille,  the  lowest  rate  being  *9  per  mille 
in  Halisahar  in  the  year  under  report.

Malaria. 

51.  General  prevalence. — Malaria  was  responsible  for  342,955 
deaths  yielding  a  death  rate  of  6*9  per  mille  in  1935,  against  387,191 
deaths  and  a  death  rate  of  7  *8  per  mille  in  1934.  A's  in  the  previous 
year,  it  showed  a  decrease  in  1935  also.  The  number  of  deaths  were 
44,236  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  showing  a  decline  of  11  *5 
per  cent,  in  the  death  rate.  It  accounted  for  48  *6  per  cent,  of  the 
total  fever  mortality  and  3ft- *3  per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  morta¬ 
lity  in  1935  against  50*6  and  32*9  per  cent,  respectively  in  1934. 

52.  Seasonal  incidence. — The  following  diagram  showing  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  new  admissions  for  malaria  to  total  admissions  to  the  various 
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medical  institutions  in  the  province,  month  by  month,  indicates  the

53.  Malaria  by  districts —In  13  districts,  the  death  rate  from- 
malaria  in  1935  was  above  the  provincial  average  (6*9  per  mille). 
Eight  districts  returned  rates  above  10  per  mille,  Eajshahi  with  a  death 
rate  of  16.  *4  per  mille,  topping  the  list,  followed  by  Jessore  (14:2). 
Eighteen  districts  had  rates  between  1  and  10  per  mille,  while  Calcutta 
recorded  a  rate  of  below  one  per  mille.  Compared  with  the  previous 
year,  five  districts  showed  increased  and  twenty-one  districts  decreased 
death  rates,  while  Khulna  recorded  the  same  rate. 

Fever  indices  show,  however,  that  the  incidence  of  malaria  wa& 
highest  in  Jessore,  although  the  death  rates  show  the  highest  mortality 
in  Eajshahi.  Compared  with  those  of  the  previous  year,  the  indices 
show  an  increase  in  seven  districts  and  a  decrease  in  the  remaining 
twenty  districts.

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54.  Malaria  in  towns  and  rural  areas.— The  towns  registered,  in 
1955,  2,318  and  the  rural  areas  340,637  malaria  deaths  with  death 
rates  of  *7  and  7  *3  per  mille,  respectively,  against  2,815  and  384,376 
deaths  with  death  rates  of  '8  and  8  '3  per  mille,  respectively,  for  those 
areas  in  1934.  Compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  death  rate  de¬ 
creased  in  towns  by  12-5  and  in  the  rural  areas  by  12  *0  per  cent,  in 
1935.  Forty  towns  returned  rates  above  the  provincial  urban  average 
for  malaria  (  *7).  As  in  the  previous  year,  Kotchandpur  in  the  Jessore 
district  returned  once  more  the  highest  rate  (9  *5)  followed  by  Dhulian 
(8  *4)  in  the  Murshidabad  district.  Comilla  and  Brahmanbaria  having 
recorded  the  death  rates  of  *03  and  f04  per  mille,  respectively,  from 
malaria,  stood  at  the  bottom  of  the  list,  while  14  towns  recorded  no 
death  from  malaria. 
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55.  Sale  Of  quinine. — The  general  heading  and  the  headings  of 
the  columns  of  the  corresponding  quinine  statements  included  in  the 
reports  of  previous  years  have  been  replaced  by  the  literally  correct 
descriptions  relating  to  the  quinine  sold  through  post  offices. 

7,781  *1  lbs.  of  quinine  were  sold  through  post  offices  in  1935  against 
8,589*1  lbs.  in  1934.  Twenty  districts  showed  a  reduction  in  the  sale 
of  quinine  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year.  Of  these,  only  two 
districts  (Tippera  and  Jalpaiguri)  showed  a  slight  increase  in  their 
fever  indices.  Chittagong  once  again  headed  the  list  in  the  average 
sale  of  quinine  per  head  of  population.  The  following  statement  shows 
the  details  of  quinine  sale  in  1935  in  each  district.  It  also  appears 
that  the  correlation  between  the  increase  or  decrease  in  fever  indices 
and  the  increase  or  decrease  in  sale  of  quinine  is  positive  and  high 
and  significant.

56.  General  prevalence. — 17,469  deaths  from  kala-azar  were  regis¬ 
tered  in  1935  with  a  death  rate  of  *35  per  mille,  against  14,763  deaths 
with  a  death  rate  of  *29  per  mille  in  1934.  Five  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  deaths  were  returned  from  towns  of  which  149  occurred  in  Cal¬ 
cutta  and  16,895  in  the  rural  areas.  Compared  with  1934,  the  death 
rate  in  all  Bengal  towns  decreased  by  11  *1  per  cent,  and  in  Calcutta 
by  23  *5  per  cent.  But  in  rural  areas,  the  number  of  such  deaths  increas¬ 
ed  by  2,771,  the  death  rate  having  increased  by  20  per  cent.  Forty- 
one  towns  returned  rates  above  the  provincial  urban  average  (*16), 
the  highest  mortality  from  kala-azar  (1*3  per  mille!  having  been  regis¬ 
tered  in  Jessore.  Forty-eight  towns  recorded  no  death  from  kala-azar 
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in  1935.  Kala-azar  accounted  for  2:5  per  cent,  of  fever  deaths  and 
1 :5  per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  mortality  against  1  -9  and  1  *2 
per  cent,  respectively,  in  1934.

57.  Kala-azar  in  districts. — The  following  table  showing  the  num¬ 
ber  of  new  kala-azar  cases  admitted  for  treatment  in  the  various  dis¬ 
tricts  since  1931,  gives  a  better  idea  of  the  relative  distribution  of 
kala-azar  in  Bengal  than  afforded  by  the  mortality  figures.  It  shows 
that  the  number  of  such  cases  increased  in  13  districts  and  decreased 
in  14.  The  increase,  however,  in  the  districts  of  Rangpur,  Bogra, 
Bakarganj,  Faridpur,  Koakhali  and  Tippera  was  phenomenal,  while 
there  was  a  noticeable  decrease  in  the  districts  of  Burdwan,  Howrah, 
Rajshahi  and  Midnapur.

Four  towns  only  returned  rates  above  the 
provincial  urban  average  ( *07  per  mille)  while  no  death  from  this 
cause  was  reported  from  82  out  of  119  towns  in  the  province.  As  in  the 
previous  year,  measles  accounted  for  *5  per  cent,  of  the  provincial  fever 
deaths  and  *3  per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  mortality.

60.  Relapsing  fever. — As  true  relapsing  fever  is  very  rare  in  Bengal 
and  as  there  is  no  authentic  record  of  the  disease  in  the  Bengal  Public 
Health  Department,  most  of  the  deaths  returned  heretofore  as  due  to  re¬ 
lapsing  fever  were  not  cases  of  true  relapsing  fever.  They  were  probably 
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due  to  either  relapsing  malarial  fever  or  other  fevers  in  which  relapses 
were  a  notable  feature.  In  order  to  ensure  correct  records,  it  was  once 
more  instructed  to  the  local  public  health  staff  that  before  reporting  any 
case  of  relapsing  fever  in  their  monthly  returns  of  vital  occurrences, 
they  should  enquire  about  its  signs  and  symptoms  and  satisfy  themselves 
that  it  really  occurred  within  their  respective  jurisdiction.  As  a  result 
of  the  above  instructions,  only  8  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  re¬ 
lapsing  fever  in  the  whole  province  during  the  year  under  report, 
against  2,720  deaths  in  the  previous  year.  The  subjoined  table  shows 
the  number  of  deaths  from  relapsing  fever  in  1985,  as  compared  with 
1934 : —

61.  Influenza. — Influenza  being  a  kind  of  fever  is  included  under 
the  heading  of  “fevers’’,  instead  of  “respiratory  diseases”  under  which 
it  was  formerly  grouped.  The  number  of  deaths  from  influenza  reduced 
in  1935  to  3,616  from  4,124  in  1934.  This  reduction  was  shared  both 
Iby  the  urban  and  the  rural  areas  as  well  as  Calcutta.  In  the  whole 
province,  the  decrease  was  by  12  '3  per  cent,  of  which  the  urban  areas 
claimed  23*6  per  cent.,  rural  areas  10  T  per  cent,  and  Calcutta  23 -4 
per  cent.  Influenza  deaths  were  reported  from  35  out  of  119  towns,  in 
eight  of  which  the  death  rate  was  above  the  provincial  urban  average 
(T  per  mille).  The  highest  rate  (-4)  was  returned  from  three  towns, 
namely,  Calcutta,  Debhatta  and  Kurseong.  As  in  the  previous  year, 
Dacca  recorded  the  lowest  rate  (  *01  per  mille).

62.  Influenza  in  districts. — In  1935,  the  death  rates  from  influenza 
were  higher  in  11  districts  and  lower  in  14  districts  than  the  provincial 
average  (-07  per  mille),  the  rate  being  the  same  in  the  remaining  two 
districts.

63.  Other  fevers. — 329,545  deaths  with  a  death  rate  of  6-6  per  mille 
were  attributed  to  other  fevers  in  1935,  against  346,119  deaths  with  a 
death  rate  of  6';9  per  mille  in  1934.  Of  these,  8,643  deaths  occurred 
in  towns  and  320,902  deaths  in  rural  areas,  the  respective  death  rates 
being  2*5  and  6 '9  per  mille.  There  was  thus  a  decrease,  in  1935,  of 
16,574  deaths  among  these  unclassified  fevers  in  the  province,  the  rural 
rate  showing  a  decrease  of  5*5  per  cent,  and  the  urban  rate  also  a 
decrease  of  3  *8  per  cent. 

Dysentery  and  diarrhoea. 

64.  General  prevalence. — The  total  number  of  deaths  reported  from 
dysentery  and  diarrhoea  in  1935  was  51,930  with  a  death  rate  of  1  *0  per 
mille,  against  53,947  deaths  with  a  death  rate  of  1*1  per  mille  in  1934. 
The  death  rate  thus  decreased  by  9  *1  per  cent,  against  the  previous  year, 
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but  increased  by  11  ;1  per  cent,  against  tlie  last  quinquennial  average 
( -9  per  mille).  27,375  males  and  24,555  females  died  from  these  causes. 
Taking  separately,  dysentery  accounted  for  27,349  and  diarrhoea  24,581 
deaths  in  1935,  against  29,674  and  24,273  deaths,  respectively,  in  1934, 
the  corresponding  ratios  being  *5  and  -5  per  mille,  against  *6  and  -5 
per  mille,  respectively,  in  1934.  As  in  the  previous  year,  dysentery 
and  diarrhoea  accounted  for  4*6  per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial 
mortality.

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65.  Seasonal  incidence. — With  a  tendency  to  decline  from  the  month 
of  January,  the  mortality  from  these  two  causes  began  to  rise  again 
in  March  till  it,  reached  its  maximum  in  April  like  last  year.  From 
May,  it  again  took  a  downward  course  to  reach  its  minimum  in  June. 
From  July,  it  started  steadily  to  rise  again  and  continued  till  the  end 
of  the  year,  with  a  slight  drop  in  November.  Compared  with  1934,  the 
number  of  deaths  was  lower  in  every  month  except  August  to  October  m 
the  year  1935. 

66.  Dysentery  and  diarrhoea  in  districts. — (a)  Combined  dysentery 
and  diarrhoea  death  rates. — As  in  the  previous  year  Darjeeling  with  a 
death  rate  of  3*86  per  mille  in  1935  headed  the  list,  followed  by  Howrah 
(3-52).  Malda  with  a  death  rate  of  *2  per  mille  was  at  the  bottom  in 
1935.  Eleven  districts  returned  rates  over  1  *0  and  the  rest  below 
1  -0  per  mille.  Twelve  districts  registered  rates  above  xhe  provincial 
average  (1  *0).  Compared  with  the  average  of  the  previous  decade,  all 
the  districts,  except  Calcutta,  Bogra  and  Nadia,  showed  increase  in 
their  death  rates  in  1935,  the  highest  increase  occurring  in  Darjeeling 
as  in  the  previous  year.  Compared  also  with  1934,  the  rates  increased 
in  12  districts,  decreased  in  14  and  remained  unchanged  in  one 
district.

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(b)  Dysentery  and  diarrhoea  death  rates  taken  separately . — As  before, 
Darjeeling  again  showed  the  highest  death  rate  (2  *96  per  mille)  from 
dysentery  and  Howrah  (2*41)  from  diarrhoea  in  1935.  Ten  districts 
registered  dysentery  death  rates  higher  than  the  provincial  average  ( *5), 
while  eight  districts  showed  higher  death  rates  from  diarrhoea  than  the 
provincial  average  (-5).  Compared  with  .1934,  the  death  rate  from 
dysentery  increased  in  9  districts,  while  that  from  diarrhoea  in  15  dis¬ 
tricts.  The  former  declined  in  15  districts  and  the  latter  in  9,  while 
the  death  rates  both  from  dysentery  and  diarrhoea  remained  stationary 
in  3  districts.

Dysentery  and  diarrhoea  in  towns  and  rural  areas — The  provin¬ 
cial  urban  death  rate  was  2*00  per  mille  in  1935  against  2*22  in  the 
previous  year,  showing  a  decrease  of  9  -9  per  cent.  In  Calcutta,  it 
decreased  by  10-3  per  cent.,  while  in  the  rural  areas  it  decreased  Iby  2-0 
per  cent.

68.  General  prevalence. — Respiratory  diseases  were  responsible  for 
84,868  deaths  in  1935,  with  a  death  rate  of  1  -7  per  mille,  against  85,113 
deaths  with  a  death  rate  of  1  *  i  per  mille  in  1934,  showing  a  reduction  of 
245  in  the  number  of  deaths,  but  no  change  in  the  death  rate.  The 
death  was,  however,  higher  by  21  *4  per  cent,  than  the  provincial  quin¬ 
quennial  average.  The  death  rates  from  pneumonia,  phthisis  and  other 
respiratory  diseases  all  rose,  respectively,  from  *82,  *30  and  *50  per 
mille  in  1934  to  *84,  *33  and  *53  per  mille  in  1935.  7/5  per  cent,  of 

the  total  provincial  mortality  was  due  to  respiratory  diseases  in  1935 
against  7  *2  per  cent,  in  1934.

70.  Respiratory  diseases  in  districts. — Eleven  districts  returned 
death  rates  from  this  cause  above  the  provincial  average  (1  *7  per 
mille).  As  usual,  Calcutta  was  at  the  top  of  the  list  with  a  death  rate 
of  8*3  per  mille  in  1935,  followed  by  Jalpaiguri  (4*8),  Howrah  (3*8), 
Hooghly  (3  *7)  and  Darjeeling  (3  *5).  Malda  was  at  the  bottom  with 
a  death  rate  of  *4  per  mille  as  in  the  previous  two  years.

71.  Respiratory  diseases  in  urban  and  rural  areas. — Compared 
with  the  previous  year,  the  death  rates  in  towns  decreased  by  5r9  per 
cent.,  in  Calcutta  by  5-7  per  cent,  and  in  the  rural  areas  by  11  ?8 
per  cent.  Of  17,046  provincial  urban  deaths,  9,514  deaths  occurred

Pneumonia. 

72.  General  prevalence. — As  pointed  out  in  the  reports  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  years  that  pneumonia  has  been  on  a  steady  rise  since  1923,  it 
kept  up  its  progress  in  1935  with  an  excess  of  932  deaths  over  that 
of  1934.  This  increase  was  confined  to  the  rural  areas  only.  The 
total  provincial  mortality  from  this  cause  in  1935  was  41,938  with  a 
death  rate  of  -84  against  *82  per  mille  in  1934,  showing  an  increase  of 
2  -4  per  cent,  in  the  death  rate.  It  showed  an  increase  in  the  rural 
areas  by  4  per  cent.,  while  in  the  urban  areas  as  well  as  in  Calcutta 
it  showed  a  decline  of  3*5  and  1-4  per  cent.,  respectively.  Only  two 
towns  (Grauripur  and  Cox’s  Bazar)  escaped  death  from  this  disease. 
Thirty-seven  towns  recorded  death  rates  above  the  provincial  urban 
average  (1  *6  per  mille).  The  highest  rate  (7-8  per  mille)  was  register¬ 
ed  in  Chandrakona,  followed  by  Ramjibanpur  (6*7)  and  Khirpai  (4;6), 
all  in  the  district  of  Midnapur,  and  the  lowest  (T  per  mille  in  Tita- 
garh,  Bajitpur,  Pirojpur,  Noakhali  and  Brahmanbaria.

73.  Pneumonia  in  districts. — In  twelve  districts  the  death  rates 
were  higher  than  the  provincial  average  ('84  per  mille).  As  before, 
Jalpaiguri  recorded  the  highest  rate  (3 '66  per  mille),  followed  by 
Hooghly  (2-38)  and  Calcutta  (2;08),  and  the  lowest  (-19)  by  Malda.

74.  Genera!  prevalence. — Phthisis  carried  off  16,524  lives  from 
Bengal  during  1935  against  14,845  in  the  previous  year,  i.e.,  1,679 
more,  of  which  1,445  from  the  the  rural  areas  and  234  from  the  urban 
areas.  The  provincial  death  rate  from  this  cause  was  *33  against 
*30  per  mille  in  1934,  showing  an  increase  of  10  per  cent.,  the  rural 
areas  being  responsible  for  17*4  per  cent,  and  the  urban  for  6*3  per 
cent.  68*8  per  cent,  of  the  total  phthisis  deaths  in  all  towns  occurred 
in  Calcutta  alone.  Six  towns  reported  death  rates  above  the  pro¬ 
vincial  urban  average  (1*18  per  mille).  The  highest  death  rate  (2*9 
per  mille)  was  recorded  in  Darjeeling,  followed  by  Calcutta  (2*5  per 
mille).  No  death  from  this  cause  was  reported  from  six  towns.

75.  Phthisis  in  districts, — As  in  the  previous  years,  Calcutta 
returned  the  highest  death  rate  (2*50  per  mille)  from  phthisis  in  1935, 
followed  by  Darjeeling  (1*53).  The  remaining  twenty-five  districts 
returned  rates  varying  from  1/0  to  0*1  per  mille.  The  death  rates 
in  8  districts  were  higher  than  the  provincial  average  (-33  per  mille).

76.  Other  respiratory  diseases. — A  total  of  26,406  deaths  was 
registered  under  this  head  in  1935,  of  which  7,120  in  towns  and  19,286 
in  the  rural  areas,  against  25,138,  7,401  and  17,737,  respectively,  in 
1934.  The  total  increase  in  1935  was  1,268  against  327  in  1934  and 
5,986  in  1933. 

77.  Venereal  diseases. — It  was  reported  from  the  Chittagong  Hill 
Tracts  that  71  Mayang  patients  were  treated  at  the  Ramgarh,  Mahal- 
eheri  and  Manikcheri  dispensaries  in  1935  against  1,409  in  1934. 

77A.  Leprosy. — A  survey  by  the  staff  of  the  British  Empire 
Leprosy  Relief  Association  confirmed  the  high  incidence  of  leprosy, 
which  is  spreading  in  towns  and  villages  in  Bengal,  owing  to  the  lack 

6 
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of  scientific  knowledge  about  the  preventive  measures.  The  district 
boards  and  muncipalities  have  been  advised  to  control  the  movement 
of  lepers  and  to  provide  facilities  for  their  treatment  by  starting  leprosy 
clinics  within  their  respective  jurisdictions.  Their  attention  has  also 
been  drawn  to  the  necessity  of  the  formation  of  district  leprosy  boards 
in  highly  endemic  areas.  As  a  result  of  the  above  survey  leprosy 
clinics  have  been  established  in  more  than  200  centres  located  in 
several  districts.  During  1935  the  districts  of  Mai  da,  Khulna, 
Murshidabad,  Jalpaiguri,  Chittagong,  Mymensingh,  Bangpur,  Dinaj- 
pur  and  Bogra  were  visited  by  the  Propaganda  Officer  of  the  British 
Empire  Leprosy  Belief  Association  for  inspecting  the  work  of  leprosy 
clinics  in  these  districts.  He  also  visited  most  of  the  leprosy  clinics 
maintained  by  jute  mills.  Surveys  were  carried  out  in  the  Khulna 
and  Malda  districts. 

77B.  Leprosy  work  in  the  Bankura  district. — In  1934,  three 
doctors  and  five  assistants  were  deputed  by  the  British  Empire  Leprosy 
Belief  Association  to  the  Bankura  district  to  study  the  local  epidemio¬ 
logy  of  leprosy  and  to  devise  means  by  which  effective  anti- 
leprosy  work  could  be  carried  out.  In  certain  areas  more  than  78  per 
cent,  of  the  villages  were  affected  with  leprosy  and  4  T  per  cent,  of 
the  population  showed  signs  of  leprosy.  It  was  estimated  that  the 
district  contained  about  45,000  lepers  and  that  about  40  per  cent,  of 
them  are  infectious  cases.  The  interest  aroused  locally  by  the  work 
was  so  very  considerable  that  it  resulted  in  a  demand  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  leprosy  clinics  in  wider  areas.  Forty-one  union  board  leprosy 
relief  committees  were  formed  and  more  than  100  infectious  cases  were 
isolated  in  villages.  In  addition,  eleven  union  board  relief  treatment 
clinics  were  established  where  about  650  cases  were  treated.  During 
1935  leprosy  work  was  continued  and  extended  with  encouraging  re¬ 
sults.  Twelve  more  clinics  were  opened  during  the  year  and  total 
number  of  clinics  in  the  district  was  29  of  which  2  are  run  by  missions, 
6  by  the  district  board  and  21  by  union  boards.  More  than  5,000 
cases  were  treated  in  these  clinics.  The  union  board  relief  committees 
increased  to  133  during  the  year.  A  survey  was  made  of  the  Baipur, 
Simlapal  and  Kotwali  thanas.  Out  of  the  population  of  38,000,  about 
30,000  persons  were  examined  and  878  cases  of  leprosy  detected  giving 
an  incidence  of  2 '9  per  cent.  The  incidence  in  the  Kotwali  circle  is 
much  higher  than  in  Simlapal  and  Baipur,  the  area  investigated  show¬ 
ing  an  incidence  of  4  5  per  cent. 

77C.  In  Calcutta,  two  charitable  leper  dispensaries  at  Maniktala 
and  Kalighat  are  run  by  the  Church  Missionary  Society.  During 
1935,  425  new  patients  were  admitted  at  the  Maniktala  dispensary  and 
148  at  the  Kalighat  dispensary.  The  total  number  of  anti-leprosy 
injections  was  19,898  at  Maniktala  and  7,274  at  Kalighat. 


Injuries. 

78.  General  prevalence. — The  total  number  of  deaths  from  inju¬ 
ries  decreased  in  1935  by  254.  There  was  a  decrease  of  421  under 
snake-bites  and  attacks  of  wild  animals  and  of  47  under  rabies,  while 
the  number  of  deaths  from  wounds  and  accidents  increased  by  175  and 
from  suicide  by  39.  As  in  the  previous  year  injuries  accounted  for 
1  *9  per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  mortality. 
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Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  suicide,  1,773  females  and 
1,546  males  were  reported  to  have  destroyed  their  lives  in  1935.

79.  Deaths  due  to  injuries  in  towns  and  rural  areas. — Two  hundred 

and  twenty- three  deaths  from  suicides,  1,381  from  wounds  and  acci¬ 
dents,  103  from  snake-bites  and  attacks  of  wild  animals  and  55  from 
rabies  making  up  a  total  of  1,762  with  a  death  rate  of  *50  per  mille 
occurred  in  towns  against  1,655  with  a  rate  of  -47  in  1934.  Of  the 
total  deaths  in  all  towns,  744  or  42*2  per  cent,  were  registered  in 
Calcutta  alone.  The  highest  death  rate  from  injuries  (1  -9  per  nnlle) 
was  returnedj  from  Ramjibanpur  in  the  Mddnapur  district.  The 
rural  areas  returned  20,028  deaths  in  1935  against  20,389  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  Compared  with  1934,  the  death  rates  increased  by  6 '4 
per  cent,  in  all  towns  and  by  12  -0  per  cent,  in  Calcutta  but  decreased 
by  2-3  per  cent,  in  rural  areas.

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80.  Deaths  from  injuries  in  districts. — The  highest  death  rate 
from  suicide  was  returned  by  Nadia  ( *16  per  mille),  followed  by 
Khulna  (  T5  per  mille),  from  wounds  and  accidents  by  Calcutta  again 
(•58  per  mille),  from  snake-bites  and  attacks  of  wild  animals  by  Raj- 
shahi  (  *20  per  mille)  and  from  rabies  by  Dinajpur  (  *04  per  mille).

81.  Anthrax. — Anthrax  in  animals  occurs  sporadically  all  over 
Bengal,  but  human  cases  are  very  .rare.  In  1933,  altogether  14 
deaths  in  animals  were  reported  from  two  districts,  but  no  human 
being  was  affected.  Necessary  steps  were  taken  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Bengal  Veterinary  Department  to  prevent  the 
importation  of  its  infection  into  human  beings  from  the  diseased 
animals.  In  1934,  6  deaths  in  animals  were  reported  from  one  dis¬ 
trict.  There  were  5  cases  among  human  beings,  but  all  were  cured 
after  proper  treatment.  In  1935,  no  report  on  the  outbreak  of 
anthrax  was  received  in  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Department. 

82.  All  other  causes. — 200,056  deaths  were  registered  in  the  pro¬ 
vince  in  1935,  as  having  been  due  to  “all  other  causes”  against  192,252 
in  1934.  Of  these,  26,629  occurred  in  towns  and  173,427  in  the  rural 
areas,  against  26,068  and  166,184,  respectively,  in  1934.  The  death 
rates  in  1935  were  provincial,  7-6  urban  and  3*7  rural  against 
3-8,  7 ’4  and  3*6  per  mille,  respectively,  in  the  previous  year. 


Chapter  IV. 

FAIRS  AND  FESTIVALS. 

83.  During  1935,  a  few  cases  of  cholera  occurred  in  some  rnelas 
in  all  the  divisions,  a  short  account  of  which  is  given  separately 
below :  — 

(1)  Burdwan  Division. — A  few  cases  of  cholera  occurred  at  the 
Kathajatra  mela  at  Miahesh  in  the  Hooghlv  district  but  the  situation 
was  brought  under  control  by  the  prompt  action  of  the  local  municipal 
(Serampur)  authorities. 

(2)  Presidency  Division. — Ganga  Sagar  Mela. — It  was  held  from 
the  13th  to  the  15th  January  1935.  About  45,000  pilgrims  assembled, 
of  which  14,515  arrived  by  steamers  and  about  15,000  by  country 
boats.  Efficient  medical  and  sanitary  arrangements  on  the  mela 
ground  were  made  by  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Department  and  the 
district  board  of  the  24-Parganas.  The  police  also  co-operated  in 
maintaining  discipline.  The  Calcutta  Port  Health  Department  made 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  embarkation  and  disembarkation 
of  pilgrims  as  done  in  the  previous  years.  The  Health  Officer  of  the 
Calcutta  Corporation,  as  usual,  made  the  necessary  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments  at  the  embarkation  ground.  The  pilgrims  were  examined,  both 
at  the  time  of  embarkation  and  disembarkation,  by  the  officers  of  the 
Bengal  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Port  Health  Department. 
Some  voluntary  organisations  also  rendered  valuable  service  on  the 
occasion.  As  in  previous  years,  arrangements  for  water-supply  were 
made  by  the  Engineering  Branch  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 
Bengal.  It  was  considered  essential  that  another  tank  should  be 
excavated  on  the  mela  ground.  The  conservancy  and  medical  arrange¬ 
ments  were  satisfactory  and  steps  were  also  taken  by  the  district  board 
authorities  to  prevent  the  sale  of  adulterated  food-stuffs.  The  district 
board  medical  staff  consisted  of  seven  medical  licentiates  under  one 
supervising*  medical  officer,  the  sanitary  staff  of  three  sanitary  inspec¬ 
tors  and  the  conservancy  staff  of  83  sweepers  of  which  5  were  females. 
An  outdoor  dispensary  was  opened.  There  is  a  pukka  cholera  ^isolation 
hospital  into  which  19  patients  were  admitted.  There  were  15  attacks 
with  5  deaths  from  cholera,  3  attacks  from  dysentery  and  only  one 
attack  from  diarrhoea.  In  the  outdoor  dispensary  649  patients  were 
treated.  There  was  no  case  of  smallpox.  There  were  104  cases  of 
fever,  62  cases  of  dysentery  and  86  cases  of  injuries  and  accidents. 
Cholera  was  imported  into  the  island  by  pilgrims  coming  from  Manasa 
Dwip  where  cholera  had  been  raging  for  a  few  weeks  previous  to  the 
mela. 

(3)  Rajshahi  Division. — Cholera  broke  out  in  the  Patiram  fair  in 
the  Dinajpur  district  in  the  year  under  report  without  any  death. 

(4)  Dacca  Division. — Four  melas  were  held  in  the  Dacca  district 
in  1935  and  two  cases  of  cholera  occurred  in  one  of  them,  as  detailed 
below  :  — 

Nangalbundh  mela. — It  was  held  on  the  11th  April  1935  and  about 
a  lakh  of  pilgrims  attended  it  and  bathed  in  the  river  Brahmaputra. 
A  considerable  number  of  pilgrims  also  bathed  on  the  previous  day. 
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Water-supply  was  continuous  throughout  day  and  night.  The 
chlorinated  water  was  supplied.  The  District  Health  Officer  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  inspected  the  sweetmeat  shops  and  did  their  best 
to  prevent  the  sale  of  unwholesome  foodstuffs  in  the  mela.  3,460 
vaccinations  were  done  by  the  district  vaccination  staff.  Proper 
medical  and  sanitary  arrangements  were  also  made.  Only  two  cases 
of  cholera  occurred  in  the  mela  hut  both  recovered  after  medical  aid 
was  given. 

At  Dliamrai,  Betila  and  Jaymantap,  a  gathering  of  about  11,000, 
9,000  and  2,500  visitors,  respectively,  assembled.  The  first  mela 
lasted  for  10  days,  the  second  for  2  weeks  and  the  third  for  seven  days. 
Besides  chlorinating  water-supplies,  nothing  particular  was  done 
towards  the  medical  and  sanitary  organisations  for  these  melas.  But 
no  death  was  reported  to  have  occurred  in  any  of  them. 

(5)  Chittagong  Division. — The  only  important  mela  which  is  held 
annually  in  the  Noakhali  district  is  the  Dalalbazar  Jhulan  mela.  It 
was  held  from  the  10th  to  the  14th  August  1935.  There  was  a  gather¬ 
ing  of  about  6,000  visitors  in  the  mela.  Most  of  the  pilgrims  were 
daily  visitors,  some  of  whom  resided  in  boats,  while  others  were  housed 
in  the  Dalalbazar  High  English  School.  The  arrangement  for  water- 
supply  was  satisfactory.  Mass  inoculation  was  performed  by  the 
district  sanitary  staff,  who  kept  strict  watch  on  sweetmeat  shops  during 
the  mela.  Only  two  cases  of  cholera  were  detected  among  the  boatmen 
in  the  mela.  The  necessary  preventive  measures  were  adopted  by  the 
local  authorities  concerned. 

In  the  Chittagong  Hill  Tracts  there  was  an  outbreak  of  cholera 
on  the  occasion  of  the  Chamka  Chief’s  installation  in  March  1935, 
when  ia  large  number  of  people  assembled.  Ao  special  arrangement 
for  the  supply  of  drinking  water  was  made  on  the  occasion.  Tem¬ 
porary  kacha  latrines  of  bamboos  were  erected  and  methars  were 
engaged.  The  number  of  deaths  from  cholera  was  27.  The  Civil 
Surgeon  made  the  necessary  medical  and  sanitary  arrangements. 


Chapter  V. 

URBAN  SANITATION  AND  WATER-SUPPLIES. 

84.  Sanitary  administration  in  municipal  areas. — A  total  of  24 
health  officers  and  101  sanitary  inspectors  excluding  those  in  Calcutta, 
were  employed  during  1935  in  the  municipalities  of  Bengal  against  21 
and  99,  respectively,  in  the  previous  year  and  against  the^  sanctioned 
scale  of  24  health  officers  and  100  sanitary  inspectors.  The  munici¬ 
palities  of  Dainhat  and  Rajbari,  though  not  legally  bound,  employed 
a  qualified  sanitary  inspector  each  during  the  year,  while  the  post  of 
the  sanitary  inspector  of  the  Santipur  municipality  still  continued  to 

remain  vacant. 

During  the  year  1935,  four  Assistant  Directors  of  Public  Health 
remained  in  charge,  respectively,  of  the  Burdwan,  Presidency,  Raj- 
shahi  and  Dacca  Circles.  The  following  statement  shotvs  the  numbei 
of  inspections  made  by  them  during  the  year  under  report

Finance. — The  financial  aspect  of  public  health  administration,  as 
dealt  with  in  the  next  paragraphs,  is  based  on  the  reports  of  the  work¬ 
ing  of  municipalities  in  Bengal  during  the  financial  year  1934-35,  the 
population  being  according  to  the  1931  census. 

(a)  Municipal  income. — During  the  year  1934-35,  there  were  117 
municipalities  in  Bengal,  excluding'  Calcutta,  with  a  total  number  of 
ratepayers  of  343,603,  the  percentage  to  total  population  being  15  *0 
against  14  *9'  in  the  previous  year.  The  question  of  the  extension  of 
the  new  Bengal  Municipal  Act  (Bengal  Act  XY  of  1932)  to  the  district 
of  Darjeeling  is  still  pending  with  Government.  Excluding  the  open¬ 
ing  balance  and  extraordinary  income  and  debts,  the  total  income  was 
Rs.  89,57,316  against  Rs.  87,31,735  in  the  previous  year,  the  average 
for  each  municipality  amounting  to  Rs.  76,558  and  that  per  head  of 
population  to  Rs.  3-14-5  against  Rs.  74,630  and  Rs.  3-12-4,  respectively, 
in  1933-34.  The  total  receipts  including  the  opening  balance  were 
Ro.  1,13,92,693  against  Rs.  1,14,93,316  in  the  previous  year.  The 
opening  balance  stood  at  Rs.  13,29,113  and  the  extraordinary  income 
and  debts  at  Rs.  11,06,247  against  Rs.  13,10,184  and  Rs.  14,51,397, 
respectively,  in  the  previous  year.  The  total  income  excluding  the 
opening  balance,  thus,  showed  an  increase  of  Rs.  2,25,581  or  2*6  per 
cent,  and  the  total  receipts  including  the  opening  balance  a  decrease 
of  Rs.  1,00,623  or  -9  per  cent,  over  the  previous  year.  The  average 
incidence  of  taxation  per  head  of  population  was  Rs.  3-3-9  in  1934-35 
against  Rs.  3-1-2  in  the  previous  year. 
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(6)  Municipal  expenditure. — The  total  expenditure  (excluding 
extraordinary  and  debt)  in  1934-35  was  Rs.  88,38,611  against  Rs. 
90,81,837  in  the  previous  year,  showing  a  decrease  of  Rs.  2,43,226  or 
2-7  per  cent.  The  sub-joined  table  shows  the  expenditure  under 
several  heads  in  proportion  to  the  total  receipts  including  the  opening 
balance  for  the  year: —

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Compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  expenditure  decreased  in 
1934-35  under  heads  conservancy,  water-supply,  drainage,  disposal,  of 
dead,  markets  and  slaughter-houses,  hut  increased  under  the  remainin 
heads  with  the  exception  of  vaccination  which  remained  the  same.  Th 
total  expenditure  on  sanitary  works  decreased  by  6*9  per  cent.  The

Chapter  VI. 


RURAL  SANITATION. 

85.  Rural  sanitation. — (a)  The  Bengal  rural  public  health  organi¬ 
sation  scheme  continued  to  work  satisfactorily  in  25  districts.  During 
the  year  1935,  all  the  5T5  health  circles  in  the  various  districts,  except 
D  arjeeling,  worked  with  trained  sanitary  inspectors  and  a  few  assist¬ 
ant  health  officers.  The  Assistant  Directors  of  Public  Health  inspect¬ 
ed  259  of  these  health  circles  during  1935.  The  rural  sanitary  inspec¬ 
tors  examined  172,032  pupils  in  5,595  schools  in  25  districts  during 
the  year.  About  14,290  samples  of'  food  articles  seized  in  the  rural 
areas  under  the  Bengal  Food  Adulteration  Act  were  analysed  at  the 
various  public  health  laboratories,  revealing  a  higdi  percentage  of 
adulteration,  especially  in  the  case  of  milk  and  milk  products. 

(b)  The  system  of  registration,  collection  and  transmission  of  vital 
statistics  still  continued  to  work  unsatisfactorily,  although  the  experi¬ 
ments  with  the  two  alternative  systems  were  carried  out  with  com¬ 
paratively  satisfactory  results  in  eight  districts. 

(c)  23,10,652  anti-cholera  inoculations  were  performed  in  the  rural 
areas  of  the  Presidency  during  the  year  under  review,  the  cholera 
mortality  having  increased  from  47,546  in  1934  to  54,835  in  1935.  Theie 
was,  however,  a  decrease  of  1,519  deaths  from  smallpox  in  the  rural 
areas,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

( d )  Malaria  still  takes  a  heavy  toll  of  lives  every  year  and  it  is 
difficult  to  control  this  disease-  with  the  present  available  funds  and 
staff. 

(e)  Dai-training'  classes  were  held  in  25  districts  and  the  total 
number  of  indigenous  dais  trained  in  the  rural  areas  during  the  year 
was  964. 

86.  District  boards*  income  and  expenditure. — The  total  income 
excluding  the  opening  balance  of  the  26  district  boards  in  the  Presi¬ 
dency  with  an  aggregate  population  of  46,389,495  was  Rs.  1,59,22,122 
in  1934-35  against  Rs.  1,51,80,173  in  the  previous  year,  the  average  in¬ 
come  of  each  district  board  being*  Rs.  6,12,389.  The  total  receipts  from 
all  sources  including  the  opening  balance  during  the  year  was  Rs. 
2,15,08,135  against  Rs.  1,99,38,670  in  the  previous  year.  There  was, 
thus,  an  increase  of  Rs.  7,41,949  or  4  *9  per  cent,  in  the  total  income 
and  of  Rs.  15,69,465  or  7-9  per  cent,  in  the  total  receipts  than  the 
previous  year.  The  opening  balance  was  Rs.  41,64,159  against 
Rs.  32,87,352  in  the  preceding  year.  The  average  incidence  of  income 
per  head  of  population  was  5  annas  and  5*9  pies  in  1934-35  against  5 
annas  and  2  *8  pies  in  the  previous  year.  The  total  expenditure  exclud¬ 
ing  debts  amounted  to  Rs.  1,44,66,582  during  the  year  under  report 
against  Rs.  1,46^09,497  in  the  year  preceding,  showing  decrease  of 
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.Rs.  1,42,915  or  1  •  0  per  cent.  fPhe  following'  table  shows  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  expenditure  on  some  of  the  main  heads  to  total  receipts: —

TV  hile  28  -0  per  cent,  of  the  total  receipts  were  expended  on  public 
works,  only  9  *7  per  cent,  or  8*7  pies  per  head  of  population  were  spent 
on  sanitation  including*  1  *1  per  cent,  or  1  *0  pies  per  head  of  papulation 
on  vaccination  in  the  year  under  review. 

87.  Village  Self-Government. — Union  boards. — The  total  number 
of  union  boards  in  the  Bengal  Presidency  reduced  from  4,740  in 
1933-34  to  4,738  in  1934-35.  This  reduction  was  occasioned  by  an 
amalgamation  of  unions  in  the  Bogra  district.  The  total  income  from 
union  rates  levied  under  the  Bengal  Village  Self-Government  Act 
amounted  to  Rs.  68,13,496  against  Rs.  67,57,857  in  the  previous  year, 
showing  an  increase  of  Rs.  55,639.  The  total  income  of  union  boards 
excluding  the  opening  balance  rose  from  Rs.  89,84,091  in  1933-34  to 
Rs.  90,27,793  in  1934-35.  The  total  expenditure  of  union  boards  rose 
from  Rs.  90,12,874  in  1933-34  to  Rs.  91,16,871  in  1934-35,  of  which 
Rs.  49,43,496  or  more  than  half  was  spent  on  dafadars  and  chaukidars. 
Of  the  expenditure  incurred  in  carrying  out  the-  miscellaneous  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  Act  during’  the  year  1934-35,  about  Rs.  6,52,699  were 
spent  on  roads,  Rs.  6,26,582  on  water-supply,  Rs.  65,180  on  drainage, 
Rs.  73,878  on  conservancy,  Rs.  2,85,855  on  schools  and  Rs.  1,77,556  on 
dispensaries.  Compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  expenditure  on 
schools  and  drainage  decreased  in  1934-35  by  Rs.  12,196  and  Rs.  3,006, 
respectively,  while  that  on  the  remaining  items  of  work  of  public 
utility  showed  an  increase.  There  was  a  closing  balance  of  Rs. 
10.21,811  against  Rs.  11,12,300  of  the  preceding  year.  The  total 
amount  paid  by  district  boards  to  union  boards  was  raised  from 
Rs.  4,42,104  in  1933-34  to  Rs.  4,44,701  in  1934-35. 


Chapter  VII. 


MALARIA. 

88.  Ludlowii  menace  to  Calcutta. — The  breeding  0f  .4.  lud- 
loivii  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Calcutta,  especially  the  Salt 
Lake  area,  had  been  very  profuse  during  1935  as  a  result 
of  the  suspension  of  the  control  operations  in  February,  owing 
to  the  Corporation  of  Calcutta  discontinuing  their  contribution’ toward! 
the  expense  of  ludlowii  control  in  the  Salt  Lake  area.  Many  new  foci 
for  the  species  have  been  discovered  along  the  banks  of  the  rivers 
Hooghly,  Bidyadhari  and  Ichamati.  Luring  the  vear  the  species  was 
breeding  in  Nebugola,  Bagmari,  Ultadanga  and^  Pagladanga  within 
the  Calcutta  Corporation. 

Almost  all  the  villages  in  the  Salt  Lake  area  wTere  breeding  A. 
ludlowii  during  the  year.  Mahisbathan  to  the  north  of  the  lake  was 
again  infested  with  the  species  this  year  after  a  lapse  of  more  than  a 
yeai .  A.  ludlowii .  was  breeding  in  the  new  cut  canal  near  Mamck- 
tala  Pumping  Station.  The  number  of  times  breeding  was  noticed  in 
the  aiea,  was  comparatively  low  in  Tune1  and  Tuly,  as  many  of  the 
bleeding  places  dried  up.  July  had  the  lowest  incidence.  Malaria 
appeared  m  some  villages  in  the  Salt  Lake  area  in  June  and  the  spleen 
rate  m  the  village  Seoratala  went  as  high  as  20  per  cent  during  July, 
ihe  _  spleen  rates  of  Gariabad,  Goalbari,  Nebugola,  ’Chinorio-hata 
JNumavery  and  Tapuriaghata  were  13-3,  14*3,  13*6,  8*7,  16-0  and°12-0,’ 
respectively,  in  the  corresponding  period.  As  in  the  previous  year, 
no  new  breeding  places  were  recorded  in  the  months  of  October 
November  and  December.  The  Corporation  areas  were  being  controlled 
by  their  own  staff,  but  no  control  operation  whatsoever  was  pursued 
in  the  Salt  Lake  area  for  want  of  fund,  and  the  area  remained  a  source 
of  great  danger  to  the  city. 

Along  the  banks  of  the  river  Hooghly,  several  new  foci  of  A.  lud- 
lown  were  detected,  and  some  of  the  important  towns  were  invaded 
In  addition  to  the  areas  where  breeding  was  going  on  in  the  previous 
years, ^  there  were  several  new  areas  which  were  incriminated  for  the 
first  time  during  the  year  under  review.  The  new  areas  are  mentioned 
below:— (1)  Diamond  Harbour,  Netra,  Sangrampur,  Magrahat  and 
Hotar  along  Diamond  Harbour  line,  (2)  Jaynagar-Majilpur,  Suryapur 
and  Baruipur  along  Lakshmikantapur  line,  (3)  Port  Canning,  Taldi. 
Dbutiary-banf ,  Champ ahati,  Noapara  (Sonarpur)  and  Garia  (Dlielu) 
along  Canning  line  (4)  Orient  and  Cheviot  Jute  Mills  at  Budge-Budge 
“d  an^,  (5)  Ichapur,  Khardah,  Dum-Dum  and  Cossipur 

(Sintlii)  along  Eastern  Bengal  Railway  main  line.  The  species  was 
also  breeding  m  the  irrigation  canals  at  Diamond  Harbour,  Magrahat 
and  Jaynagar.  Adults  were  caught  from  all  the  principal  railway 
stations  serving  Calcutta  viz.,  Sealdah,  Howrah,  Majerhat  and  Sham- 
bazar  and  some  adults  of  the  species  were  collected  from  the  railway 
stations  of  Andul  and  Sankrail  under  Bengal-Nagpur  Railway  for  the 
nrst  time  during  the  year. 

In  the  Canning  and  the  Ichamati  areas,  severe  outbreak  of  malaria 
was  reported  from  several  villages  roundabout  Bhangore  and  Canning 
•Tr  p™per'  A11  these  areas  were  breeding  A.  ludlowii.  Some  boats 
in  the  Bhangore  Khal  were  found  to  be  infected  with  this  species. 
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Several  new  villages  under  police-station  Mathurapur  were  recorded  as 
being  incriminated  with  this  species  for  the  first  time  in  the  month 
of  January.  Intensive  breeding  was  recorded  from  Hashnabad,  Taki, 
Basirhat,  Sankargachi  (Barasat)  and  Arbelia  along  Barasat-Basirliat 
Railways.  Ludlowii  control  measures  were  taken  up  towards  the  end 
of  the.  year  at  Budge  Budg'e  with  the  co-operation  of  the  jute  mill 
authorities,  the  municipality  and  the  district  board  of  24-Barganas. 
Similarly,  the  Chengail  section  on  the  other  side  of  the  river  Hooglily 
was  being  controlled  with  the  combined  resources  of  the  Bengal-Nagpur 
Railway,  some  jute  mills  and  the  district  board  of  Howrah.  East 
Indian  Railway  authorities  continued  to  take  anti-larval  measures  in 
the  railway  settlement  at  Lillooali  since  the  first  finding  of  ludlowii 
in  1934. 


89.  Sail i  Malaria  Laboratory.— The  Malaria  Research  Laboratory  at 
Saili  Tea  Estate  in  the  Jalpaiguri  Huars  continued  to  work  during  the 
year.  The  total  number  of  mosquitoes  caught  was  near  about  3,500 
and  the  number  of  mosquitoes  dissected  was  about  2,000,  out  of  which 
A.  minimus  formed  the  majority  near  about  90  per  cent.  A.  maculatus 
4  per  cent.,  A.  culicifacies  1-5  per  cent,  and  A.  philipinesis  0*5  per 
cent,  and  the  rest  4  per  cent.  Gland  infection  was  detected  in  A. 
minimus ,  A.  culicifacies  and  A.  philipinensis  only.  A.  minimus  was 
found  infected  throughout  the  year,  the  highest  infection  being  found 
in  the  months  of  September  and  October.  The  intensity  curve  of 
infection  seemed  to  have  gone  up  from  the  middle  of  June,  with  the 
peak  in  the  month  of  September  and  the  minimum  in  the  month  of 
January.  One,  out  of  three,  was  found  infected  in  A.  culicifacies  in 
the  month  of  June  and  two,  out  of  five  A.  philipinensis ,  were  found 
infected  in  October.  A.  minimus  was  found  infected  throughout  the 
year  with  the  infectivity  rate  varying  from  month  to  month,  the 
lowest  being  in  the  month  of  January  and  the  maximum  in  the 
month  of  October.  This  intensity  seemed  to  have  increased  from  the 
middle  of  June.  As  in  the  previous  year,  A.  philipinensis  was  found 
infected  (2  out  of  5)  m  the  month  of  October.  A  new  carrier  m  the 
area  was  found  in  A.  culicifacies  (1  out  of  3)  in  the  month  of  June. 
The  activities  of  the  Laboratory  were  extended  to  other  Tea  Estates 
at  the.  request  of  the  authorities  of  the  Saili  Tea  Estate.  Not  only 
mosquitoes  were  found  infected  in  nature  throughout  the  year,  it  was 
also  found  that  they  actually  transmitted  malaria  even  in"  the  coldest 
months. 


90.  Anti-malaria  scheme  at  Mcmari. — This  scheme  started  in  the 
year  1933  with  the  wholesale,  treatment  of  21,400  population  within  a 
selected  hyper-endemic  area  in  the  district  of  Burdwan  was  continued 
during  the  year  1935.  The  original  scheme  was  to  give  80  grains  of 
quinine  and  3  tablets  of  plasmochin  ( *02  grammes  each)  to  one  and  all. 
In  the  second  and  third  years  only  fever  cases  were  treated.  In  addition 
to  the  six  doctors  who  attended  the  30  treatment  centres  distributed 
amongst  the  100  villages,  there  were  88  volunteers  (1  in  each  villag*e 
practically)  who  were  entrusted  with  plasmochin  and  quinine  tablets. 
The  year  under  observation  was  a  year  of  unusual  draught,  the  rain¬ 
fall  being  19  inches  shorter  than  the  normal.  By  the  analysis  of 
observations  the  following  peculiarities  were  revealed  during  the  vear 
1935 : — 


(i)  The  maximum  infection  of  1*1  in  A.  philipinensis  (the  only 
carrier)  occurred  in  the  month  of  September  against  1  '5  in  1934  and 
3  *7  in  1933. 
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(ii)  There  had  been  a  reduction  of  61  *46  per  cent,  of  malaria 
incidence  in  the  experimental  area  against  34  *11  per  cent,  reduction 
in  the  control  area,  when  compared  with  the  period  just  before  the 
scheme  started. 

(Hi)  The  parasitic  indices  of  the  last  quarter  of  1935  was  only  3r*49 
per  cent,  against  15  *22  per  cent,  of  the  first  quarter  of  1933  in  the 
experimental  area. 

(iv)  The  gametocyte  rates  were  2,  0,  1,  0  per  cent,  in  the  experi¬ 
mental  area  against  3,  2,  4,  4  per  cent,  in  the  control  area  in  the  months 
of  March,  June,  September  and  December,  respectively. 

(v)  The  spleen  index  of  the  children  up  to  12  years  was  31  *4 
against  66*0  of  1933  in  the  experimental  area  and  against  65^2  of 
1935  in  the  control  area. 

(vi)  While  there  had  been  no  significant  difference  in  the  “average 
spleen”  between  the  experimental  and  the  control  area  in  1933,  there 
was  one  in  the  year  1935. 

91.  Free  distribution  of  quinine  through  union  boards. — The  dis¬ 
tribution  of  quinine  under  the  scheme  continued  throughout  the  year 
1935  in  the  five  selected  thanas  of  Arambagh,  Burdwan,  Chakdah,  Paha 
and  Rajbari.

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Chapter  VIII 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


92.  Training  of  indigenous  dais.— The  sum  of  Rs.  15,000  sanction¬ 
ed  by  the  Government  for  the  training*  of  indigenous  dais  during  the 
year  1935-36  was  distributed  among  25  district  boards  and  25  munici¬ 
palities.  Each  of  the  district  boards  of  Burdwan  and  Bakarganj  main¬ 
tained  aji  additional .  class  over  and  above  the  classes  sanctioned  for 
them  and  the  Jalpaiguri  district  board  maintained  three  additional 
classes  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  classes  conducted  for 
the  training  of  dais  during  the  year  under  review  was  105  in  which 
l,<o26  pupil  dais  were  trained  by  105  lecturers  all  of  whom  are  local 
registered  medical  practitioners.  Nine  hundred  and  seventy-nine  certi¬ 
ficates  and  1,040  maternity  outfits  were  awarded  to  the  trained  dais. 
During  the  year  1934-35  1,215  pupils  were  trained  in  104  classes.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN  AND  SCHOOL 

HYGIENE  WORK. 

93.  Medical  Inspection  of  school  children  in  Calcutta. — The  three 

school  medical  officers  under  the  Education  Department  visited  100 
Government  and  Government-aided  secondary  schools  in  Calcutta  and 
examined  3,568  scholars  in  1935  against  5,160  in  the  previous  year. 
The  medical  officer  of  the  Scottish  Churches  Collegiate  School,  Cal¬ 
cutta,  examined  1,195  students  during  the  year  as  against  1,170  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  previous  year.  All  other  school  medical  officers  examined 
less  than  1,000  scholars  each.  The  result  of  the  school  medical  inspec¬ 
tion  work  is  given  Ibelow :  — 

Physical  condition . — Out  of  7,980  scholars  medically  examined, 
2,774  or  34-7  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  well  nourished,  3,729  or  46:7 
per  cent,  fairly  nourished  and  1,507  or  18 -8  per  cent,  ill  nourished. 

Clothing. — Out  of  7,980  scholars,  3,558  or  48  ;3  per  cent,  had  good 
clothing,  2,811  or  35-2  per  cent,  had  fairly  good  clothing  and  1,301 
or  16:3  per  cent,  were  shabbily  clad. 

Foot  gear. — Seven  hundred  and  six  or  8*8  per  cent,  of  the  students 
examined  had  no  shoes,  while  7,254  or  90  -9  per  cent,  wore  shoes  during 
attendance.

— Three  hundred  and  fifty -two  or  4*4  per  cent,  of  the  students 
were  suffering  from  bronchitis  and  other  complications  of  the  lungs. 

Speech. — Forty-five  or  *5  per  cent,  had  defective  speech,  mostly 
stammering. 

Vaccination.-—^ Thirty-four  or  -4  per  cent,  of  the  students  examined 
had  no  vaccination  mark. 

Eyes. — 1,845  or  23-1  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  eye 
troubles.  Important  cases  were  reported  to  their  guardians. 

Enlarged  spleen. — Thirty-three  or  *4  per  cent,  of  the  students  had 
enlarged  spleen. 

Infectious  diseases. — Thirty-seven  or  about  *5  per  cent,  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  were  found  to  be  mostly  suffering  from  measles,  whooping  cough 
or  dysentery. 

94.  Medical  Inspection  of  school  children  in  the  municipalities.— 

Seventy-two  schools  in  different  municipalities  were  visited  in  1935 
by  26  medical  officers  examining  8,102  pupils.  Each  of  the  Health 
Officers  of  the  Budge  Budge,  Baranagar,  Berhampur  and  Dacca  muni¬ 
cipalities  and  the  medical  officer  of  the  Kalna  municipality  examined 
more  than  500  students  during  the  year.  All  other  medical  officers 
examined  less  than  500  scholars  each.  The  result  of  the  school  medi¬ 
cal  inspection  work  is  given  below :  — 

Physical  condition. — Out  of  8,102  scholars  medically  examined, 
2,526  or  31  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  well  nourished,  3,521  or  43*5 
per  cent,  fairly  nourished  and  2,055  or  25*5  per  cent,  i’ll  nourished. 

Clothing.  Out  of  8,102  students,  2,483  or  31  per  cent,  had  good 
clothing,  4,306  or  53  per  cent,  had  fairly  good  clothing  and  1,313  or 
16  per  cent,  were  shabbily  clad. 

Foot  gear.-  3,982  or  49*2  per  cent,  of  the  students  examined  had 
no  shoes,  while  4,120  or  50*8  per  cent,  wore  shoes  during  attendance.

95.  Medical  Inspection  of  school  children  in  rural  areas. — 2,146 
students  were  medically  examined  in  54  schools  in  rural  areas  during 
the  year  1935.  The  result  of  the  school  medical  inspection  work  is 
given  below  :  — 

Physical  condition. — Out  of  2,146  students  medically  examined, 
587  or  27*5  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  well  nourished,  866  or  40r*3  per 
cent,  fairly  nourished  and  693  or  32/ 2  per  cent,  ill  nourished. 

Clothing. — Out  of  2,146  students,  460  or  21*4  per  cent,  had  good 
clothing,  1,121  or  52/2  per  cent,  had  fairly  good  clothing  and  565  or 
26-4  per  cent,  were  shabbily  clad. 

Foot  gear. — 1,384  or  64*5  per  cent,  of  the  students  examined  had 
no  shoes,  while  762  or  35*5  per  cent,  wore  shoes  during  attendance.

— 5,595  schools  were  visited  in  1935  by 
the  rural  sanitary  inspectors  of  25  districts  and  172,032  pupils  were 
examined  against  147,599  pupils  in  4,865  schools  during  the  preceding 
year.

HEALTH  PROPAGANDA. 

97.  Health  propaganda. — This  work  was  carried  on,  as  usual,  by 
the  Public  Health  Publicity  staff.  During  the  year  1935,  the  ten 
touring  cinema  parties  working  under  the  instructions  of  the  five  Divi¬ 
sional  Commissioners  and  two  parties  in  Calcutta  held  altogether  1,680 
demonstrations  which  were  attended  by  1,964,305  persons  including 
men,  women  and  children,  against  1,444  demonstrations  attended  by 
1,805,355  persons  in  the  previous  year.  The  following  table  shows, 
division  by  division,  the  total  number  of  demonstrations  on  all  sub¬ 
jects  including  the  health  shows,  and  the  approximate  total  attendance 
at  them  :  —

In  addition  to  their  usual  work,  the  staff  rendered  direct  assistance 
to  about  100  exhibitions  in  the  mufassil  and  30  in  Calcutta.  One  of 
the  cinema  parties  toured  with  the  Government  Exhibition  Van  which 
was  fitted  with  exhibits,  cinema  outfit,  magic  lantern,  amplifier,  radio, 
microphone,  etc.  The  van  visited  the  districts  of  the  24-Parganas, 
Jessore  and  Midnapur  and  held  84  exhibitions  which  attracted  about 
two  lacs  of  people.  The  van  created  a  sensation  in  the  rural  areas 
and  proved  to  be  the  best  of  all  forms  of  propaganda  that  are  being 
adopted. 

The  experimental  propaganda  through  radio  continued  during  the 
year  and  lectures  were  given  on  public  health  subjects.  About  60,000 
leaflets  and  20,000  posters  on  health  subjects  were  distributed  through¬ 
out  the  Presidency.  Six  new  films  on  “Mother  and  child,”  “Smallpox 
and  its  prevention,”  “Cattle  welfare,”  “Removal  of  water  hyacinth,” 
“Re-excavation  of  canals,”  and  “Silver  Jubilee  in  Calcutta  and 
Comilla”  were  prepared  during  the  year. 
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Chapter  XI 


VACCINATION. 

98.  Vaccination  (1935'36). — During  this  period  Dr.  It.  B.  Kham- 
bata  was  in  charge  of  the  department. 

99.  Strength  of  staff. — In  comparison  with  the  previous  year  the 
strength  of  the  vaccination  inspecting  staff  in  rural  areas  remained 
constant,  namely,  74,  while  the  number  of  vaccinators  increased  from 
1,738  to  2,043.  In  sixteen  districts  the  number  of  vaccinators  was 
increased,  in  three  it  decreased,  while  in  the  rest  it  remained  the  same. 
In  mufassal  municipalities  the  number  of  inspectors  remained  the 
same  while  the  number  of  vaccinators  increased  from  165  to  240. 
The  municipalities’  of  Midnapur,  Krishnagar,  Rajshahi  and  Dacca 
where  smallpox  broke  ouj;  in  epidemic  form  principally  contributed 
to  this  increase.  Garden  Beach  municipality  was  separated  from 
Calcutta  municipality  from  April  1935  but  the  Corporation  of  Calcutta 
did  not  reduce  their  strength  of  18  inspectors  and  60  vaccinators. 
As  usual  two  special  inspectors  of  vaccination  were  retained  by  the 
Bengal  Public  Health  Department  to  help  the  municipal  and  district 
authorities  to  organise  vaccination  campaign  against  the  spread  of 
smallpox.  Their  help  was  much  appreciated  by  the  municipalities  of 
Midnapur  and  Bhatpara  and  the  district  of  Murshidabad  and  other 
places,  and,  was  constantly  requisitioned  by  the  local  officers. 

100.  General  vaccination  statistics  (Vaccination  statement  No.  1). — 

The  vaccination  work  done  in  the  province  during  1935-36  and  the 
previous  year  is  shown  in  the  following  comparative  statement.  This 
table  requires  no  explanation  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  smallpox  in 
epidemic  form — a  record  number  of  vaccinations  9,114,092  on 
9,106,830  persons  were  performed  in  the  whole  province,  showing  an 
increase  of  2,217,721  operations  over  the  previous  year.  It  will  be 
seen  that  there  was  increase  under  all  heads.  Although  the  number 
of  vaccinations  performed  during  the  year  under  report  is  the  highest 
ever  recorded  since  the  establishment  of  the  Vaccination  Department 
in  Bengal  but  we  should  not  forget  that  more  than  four-fifths  of  the 
population  still  remain  unvaccinated.  Our  goal  will  not  be  achieved 
till  we  reach  this  point.

101.  Vaccination  in  rural  areas  (Vaccination  statement  No.  1). — 

(a)  The  total  number  of  operations  performed  in  the  rural  areas 
during  the  year  1935-  36  was  7,309,300  comprised  of  2,709,529  primary 
and  4,599,771  revaccinations  against  a  total  of  6,144,000  of  which 
2,509,470  were  primary  and  3,634,530  revaccinations,  showing  an 
increase  of  1,165,300  in  the  total,  200^059  in  primary  and  965,241  in 
revaccinations.  All  districts  except  six  showed  increased  number  of 
vaccinations — Mymensingh  with  96,562  stood  first  in  the  roll  of 
decrease  and  is  followed  by  Eangpur  (42,241),  Bankura  (22,139), 
Bogra  (4,863),  Jalpaiguri  (3,187)  and  Pabna  (1391.  Less  prevalence 
of  smallpox  in  all  these  districts  excepting  Bankura  and  Jalpaiguri 
is  the  cause  of  decrease.  But  in  Bankura  there  were  128  deaths 
against  41.  The  district  board  ought  to  have  risen  to  the  occasion 
and  armed  themselves  to  fight  the  disease.  On  the  side  of  increase 
Midnapur  with  229,403  stood  first.  Next  comes  the  district  of  Dacca 
with  176,406  operations  and  is  followed  by  Murshidabad  (104,285), 
Jessore  (97,690),  Nadia  (91,228),  Tippera  (79,062),  Asansol  Mining 
Settlement  (64,834),  Burdwan  (62,628),  Noakhali  (59,718)  and 
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Birbhum  (51,G41).  In  other  districts  it  was  below  50,000.  With  the 
increased  number  of  deaths  from  smallpox  vaccinations  have  been  in¬ 
creased.  Murshidabad  and  Dacca  recorded  2,833  and  2,357  deaths 
from  smallpox,  respectively,  whereas  in  Darjeeling*  only  11  deaths 
occurred.

(6)  From  the  subjoined  statement  showing  the  details  of  primary 
and  revaccinations  in  each  rural  area,  it  appears  that  the  number  of 
primary  and  revaccinations  increased  in  21  and  decreased  in  6  rural 
areas.  In  comparison  with  the  previous  year,  the  increases  in  primary 
vaccinations  were  shared  by  Tippera  (70,367),  Murshidabad  (27,572), 
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Chittagong  (27,535),  Bankura  (19,685),  Rangpur  (18,992),  Dacca 
(17,615),  Noakhali  (16,802),,  Faridpur  (15,224)  and  Birbhum  (10,559). 
In  other  districts  it  was  below  10,000.  On  the  side  of  revaccination 
Midnapur  with  227,810  operations  headed  the  list  of  increase  and  is 
followed  by  Dacca  (158,791),  Jessore  (92,997),  Nadia  (89,017),  Mur- 
shidabad  (76,713),  Asiansol  Mining  Settlement  (65,194),  Burdwan 
(54,947),  Noakhali  (42,916),  Birbhum  (41,077)  and  Hooghly  (33,415). 
In  six  districts  increase  was  between  twenty  and  thirty  thousand,  in 
two  districts  it  was  between  ten  and  twenty  thousand,  while  in  the 
lest  it  was  below  ten  thousand.  Decrease  in  revaccination  was  most 
noticed  in  Rangpur  (61,233),  Mymensingh  (43,519),  Bankura  (12,008), 
Bogra  (5,240),  Jalpaiguri  (3,052)  and  Pabna  (892).

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102.  Vaccination  in  municipalities.— The  total  number  of  vaccina¬ 
tions  performed  in  Calcutta  during  the  year  under  report  was  610,298 
including  45,680  primary  and  564,668  revaccinations  against  a  total 
of  331,044  (including  34,377  primary  and  296,667  revaccinations).  As 
compared  with  the  previous  year  there  was  an  increase  of  507,332 
vaccinations  in  mufassal  municipalities,  the  number  being  765,995 
against  258,663.  Considering  the  limited  resources  of  the  municipali¬ 
ties.  I  am  glad  to  note  that  all  excepting  ten  could  show  an  increased 
number  of  vaccinations.  Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
municipalities  of  Midnapur,  Ghatal,  Howrah,  Bhatpara,  Krislinagar, 
Berhampur,  Dacca,  Satkhira  and  Darjeeling  where  nearly  the  whole 
population  was  vaccinated  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of  smallpox  in 
those  areas.  In  this  connection  I  would  once  more  impress  all  local 
authorities  with  the  necessity  of  thorough  vaccination  of  the  people 
in  order  to  arm  themselves  beforehand  with  a  weapon  to  strike  out 
the  disease  when  it  comes.  We  should  always  remember  that  preven¬ 
tion  is  better  than  cure. 

103.  Vaccination  performed  by  other  agencies  (Vaccination  states 
ment  No.  1). — I  am  glad  to  note  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  vaccinations  in  all  agencies  except  the  ports.  The 
increase  in  the  tea  garden  vaccination  figures  has  been  obtained  by 
the  kind  intervention  of  the  Planters’  Associations  of  Darjeeling  and 
Jalpaiguri  in  inducing  the  tea  garden  managers  to  furnish  the  District 
Health  Officers  with  vaccination  returns.  I  hope  the  tea  garden 
managers  will  henceforth  follow  f his  procedure.  Railways  and  -Jails 
have  contributed  in  no  less  degree  to  this  increase.

104.  Cost  of  vaccination  (Vaccination  statement  No.  1). — The 

total  cost  of  vaccination  in  1935-36  was  Rs.  4,59,373-3-3  against 
Rs.  4,49,249-1-0  during  the  previous  year,  showing  an  increase  of 
Rs.  10,124-2-3  in  the  whole  expenditure.  It  will  appear  from  the 
statement  below  that  Rs.  158,031  was  paid  from  the  Provincial  Fund, 
Rs.  154,332  from  the  District  Fund  and  Rs.  147,010  from  the  Municipal 
Fund  (including  Rs.  96,445  of  the  Calcutta  Corporation)  against 
Rs.  147,588,  Rs.  158,684  and  Rs.  142,978,  respectively.  Thus  there 
has  been  an  increased  expenditure  from  every  fund  in  order  to  meet 
the  extraordinary  condition  created  by  the  epidemic  of  smallpox.  In 
comparison  with  the  last  year,  19  district  boards  increased  their 
expenditure  and  9  (including  Asansol  Mining  Settlement)  decreased 
their  expenditure  on  vaccination.  The  district  boards  of  Murshidabad, 
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Midnapur  and  Dacca  are  to  be  specially  mentioned  for  an  increase 
in  their  expenditure  on  vaccination  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Average  cost  of  each  successful  case  of  vaccination  in  the  whole 
Presidency  was  one  anna  and  six  pies  against  one  anna  and  nine  pies  of 
the  previous  year'.  It  was  one  anna  in  the  rural  areas  and  five  annas 
and  five  pies  in  the  municipalities  against  one  anna  and  one  pie  and 
ten  annas  and  one  pie,  respectively,  of  the  previous  year.  It  varied 
from  five  pies  in  Tippera  to  six  annas  and  six  pies  in  the  Chittagong 
Hill  Tracts,  five  annas  and  six  pies  in  Darjeeling  district  and  four 
annas  in  the  Asansol  Mining  Settlement.  In  the  municipalities  it 
varied  from  four  pies  in  Krishnagar  municipality  to  fourteen  annas 
and  ten  pies  in  Nator  municipality.  In  small  municipalities  like 
Tamluk,  Bhola,  North  Dum  Dum,  South  Dum  Dum,  Kharda,  Halisahar, 
Basirhat  and  Rajbari  the  cost  of  each  successful  case  of  vaccination 
was  very  high.  In  Calcutta  and  Howrah  municipalities  the  cost  was 
nine  annas,  and  eight  annas  and  three  pies,  respectively:  —

105.  Degree  of  protection  afforded  against  smallpox  during  the 
years  1826-27  to  1935-36  (Vaccination  statement  No,  I  IB  and  the 
diagram), — It  was  forecasted  in  the  last  year’s  report  that  the  lower 
incidence  in  mortality  from  smallpox  would  be  followed  by  greater 
recrudescence.  The  storm  has  actually  come  and  is  still  existing.  It 
has  carried  away  21,054  souls  from  our  midst.  We  tried  our  best  to 
give  every  possible  help  to  the  people  by  advice,  propaganda  work 
and  vaccination  to  drive  away  this  terrible  scourge  from  this  Presi¬ 
dency.  But  the  ignorance  of  the  people  put  a  great  obstacle  to  the 
progress.  In  comparison  with  the  previous  eight  years,  the  ratio  of 
deaths  from  smallpox  per  mille  of  population  was  higher.  It  was  *42 
in  the  whole  province.  It  will  appear  from  the  comparative  statement 
No.  Ill  that  the  mortality  rate  was  lower  than  those  of  the  epidemic 
years  of  1926-27  to  1928-29  when  the  ratios  were  *88,  *85  and  *94, 
respectively,  per  mille  of  population.  In  comparison  with  the  previous 
year  only  four  districts,  namely,  Rangpur,  Bogra,  Pabna  and  Myrnen- 
singh  showed  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  smallpox. 
Calcutta  with  3,443  deaths  stood  first  in  the  list  of  increase  and  is 
followed  by  the  districts  of  Murshidabad  (3,038),  Dacca  (2,951), 
Howrah  (2,052),  Midnapur  (1,238),  24-Parganas  (1,273),  Hooghly 
(1,154),  Faridpur  (650),  Malda  (496),  Dinajpur  (488),  Chittagong 
(448)  and  Birbhum  (411).  In  other  districts  it  was  below  400.  In 
Darjeeling  only  11  deaths  were  lecorded.  In  several  municipalities 
smallpox  prevailed  in  epidemic  form,  specially  Dacca,  Midnapur  and 
Bhatpiara  municipalities  were  seriously  affected.  In  Dacca  munici¬ 
pality  1,159  cases  occurred  with  546  deaths,  in  Midnapur  2,398  cases 
with  435  deaths  and  in  Bhatpara  690  wdth  172  deaths.  Special 
inspectors  of  vaccination  were  deputed  to  all  these  places  and  with 
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the  help  of  the  local  officers,  were  able  to  bring  the  disease  under' 
control.  Smallpox  regulations  for  the  prevention  and  control  of 
smallpox  under  the  Indian  Epidemic  Diseases  Act  of  1897  were 
enforced  in  several  districts.  I  would  advise  all  district  and  municipal 
authorities  to  apply  for  the  enforcement  of  these  regulations  wherever' 
the  situation  demands  it.

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106.  Degree  of  protection  afforded  to  infants  (Vaccination  state¬ 
ment  No.  IV). — 241-3  per  mille  of  available  infant  population  in  the 
province  were  successfully  vaccinated  during*  tbe  year  under  report 
against  236*6  in  tbe  previous  year.  In  rural  areas  this  proportion 
was  216  -4  and  in  tbe  municipalities  T50 -9  against  218  ;5  and  599-7, 
respectively.  The  low  degree  of  protection  among  infants  has  been 
ascribed  by  every  health  officer  to  tbe  general  unwillingness  on  tbe 
part  of  parents  or  guardians  to  have  their  children  vaccinated  before 
they  attain  the  age  of  one  year,  in  some  districts  even  tbe  fourth  or 
fifth  year ;  while  in  a  few  districts  it  was  said  to  be  due  to  tbe  pre- 
\  alence  of  malaria  and  other1  epidemic  and  endemic  diseases.  In  some 
districts  an  additional  cause  existed  in  tbe  paucity  of  vaccination 
owing-  to  financial  stringency.  In  comparison  with  tbe  previous  year 
file  n umbei  of  infants  so  vaccinated  decreased  m  all  districts  except 
<,  e.g.,  Burdwan,  Mursbidabad,  Dinajpur,  Jalpaiguri,  Rangpur, 
Koakhali  and  Tippera.  Tbe  districts  of  Faridpur  and  Bakarganj 
showed  regrettable  increase,  the  proportion  being  87-6  and  15r5 
against  78  -9  and  8  ‘7,  respectively,  per  mille  of  available  infant 
population.  In  Bakarganj  the  proportion  is  so  very  low  that  it  can 
be  said  that  no  protection  is  afforded  to  infants.  Every  year  this  fact 
bas  been  brought  to  tbe  notice  of  the  district  authorities  but  I  am 
sorry  to  say  that  it  bas  produced  no  effect.  Tbe  same  remark  applies 
also  to  Dacca  (90-6),  Mymensingh  (77..-4),  Faridpur  (87  -6)  and  Howrah 
(83-4),  only  two  districts,  viz.,  Hadia  and  Rajshahi  recorded  646:9 
and  485-01  per  mille  of  infant  population  against  703-3  and  524-9, 
respectively. 

In  the  municipalities,  71  showed  an  increase  in  tbis  proportion 
of  which  Calcutta  (1,189),  Garden  Beach  (1,097),  Katwa  (1,033), 
Bhatpara  (978),  Darjeeling  (975y3),  Dacca  (955),  Kharda  (952),  Ghatial 
(949),  Kurseong  (944*3),  Chakdah  (912),  Sirajganj  (903-4),  Bogra 
(894-1),  Dinajpur  (854-7),  (Howrah  (818),  Midnapur  (8151),  Gobar- 
danga  (815)  and  Dum  Dum  (815)  are  prominent.  In  six  municipali¬ 
ties — Dliulian,  Kharar,  Chandrakona,  Khirpai,  Jhalakati  and  Kalchiti, 
where  the  surviving  population  was  estimated  to  be  252,  87,  141,  65, 
96  and  28,  respectively,  not  a  single  case  is  reported  to  have  been 
successfully  vaccinated.  Thirty-two  municipalities  showed  a  propor¬ 
tion  from  400  to  800  per  mille  of  available  infant  population.  On 
the  whole  it  may  be  said  that  the  municipalities  recorded  a  satisfactory 
progress  this  year. 

107.  Method  Of  vaccination. — Operations  performed  with  rotary 
lancets  having  been  found  superior  to  other  process  of  vaccinations, 
are  now  being  encouraged  by  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Department. 
This  lancet  is  now  supplied  to  all  district  boards  and  municipalities 
excepting  few  which  still  use  ordinary  lancets. 

108.  Post-vaccination  complications. — Ho  complaint  of  post¬ 
vaccinal  enciphilitis  or  any  other  complications  after  vaccination  was 
received. 

109.  Activities  of  the  vaccination  inspecting  and  rural  public 
health  Staff. — In  comparing  the  work  of  both  the  staff  it  is  found  that 
the  number  of  vaccinations  performed  by  the  vaccination  inspecting 
staff  of  ten  districts  exceeded  those  of  the  rural  public  health  staff. 
In  Midnapur  the  vaccination  inspecting-  staff  could  perform  on  an 
average  6,595  operations  each,  while  in  Khulna  and  Dinajpur  they 
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performed  only  8.1  operations  each..  They  should  be  condemned.  The 
rural  public  health  staff  of  Midnapur  and  Nadia  performed  on  an 
average  2,313  and  2,015  operations  each,  while  the  staff  of  Jalpaiguri 
stood  last  in  the  list.  Both  the  rural  health  and  vaccination  inspect¬ 
ing  staffs  of  the  24-Parganas,  Jessore,  Khulna,  Eajshahi,  Dinajpur, 
Bogra,  Malda  and  Bakarganj  did  not  work  up  to  the  mark.  The 
District  Health  Officers  are  requested  to  keep  a  close  watch  upon  their 
staff*.

110.  Inspection. — It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  not  a  single  year 
passes  without  some  remark  against  the  District  Health  Officers  who 
do  not  give  any  importance  to  the  inspection  of  vaccination  works. 
One  of  them  is  the  District  Health  Officer  of  Bogra  who  did  not 
inspect  a  single  case  of  vaccination  during  the  last  few  years.  The 
District  Health  Officers  of  Bankura  and  Dinajpur  did  not  also  inspect 
a  single  case  during  the  year  under  review.  The  District  Health 
Officer  of  the  24-Parganas  inspected  only  152  cases.  I  would  request 
the  Chairmen  of  all  district  boards  to  impress  upon  the  District  Health 
Officers  the  necessity  of  inspection  of  the  operations  performed  by 
the  vaccinators,  specially  during  this  period  when  the  country  is 
passing  through  an  epidemic  of  smallpox.  During  the  course  of 
inspection  of  health  circles,  they  should  inspect  at  least  one  village 
at  random  within  the  area  to  find  out  if  the  returns  submitted  by  the 
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•vaccinators  and  inspectors  are  correct.  Tliey  should  also  inspect  the 
results  and  methods  of  vaccination.  The  District  Health  Officer  of 
Burdwan  is  to  be  congratulated  for  inspecting  33,547  cases.  The 
District  Health  Officer  of  Rangpur  inspected  11,007  cases  and  is 
followed  by  Rajshahi  (6,896),  Hooghly  (5,942),  Malda  (4,595),  Chitta¬ 
gong  (4,151),  J alpaigun  (8,152),  Midnapur  (3,078),  Dacca  (2,487), 
Jessore  (1,932),  Howrah  (1,485)  and  Faridpur  (1,170).  In  other  dis¬ 
tricts  the  number  of  inspections  w'ere  below  1,000.  Inspection  work  of 
the  rural  public  health  stall  and  the  vaccination  inspecting  staff  is 
also  unsatisfactory.  The  largest  number  of  inspection  work  (177,899) 
was  pei formed  by  the  staff  of  Mymensingh.  In  Burdwan  out  of 
194,181  persons  vaccinated,  109,684  persons  were  inspected  whereas  in 
Birbhum  out  of  145,505  persons  only  3,389  persons  were  inspected. 
If  the  District  Health  Officer  of  Birbhum  could  find  time  to  inspect 
only  679  cases  during  the  whole  year,  then  it  is  no  wonder  that  his 
subordinates  should  also  neglect  their  legitimate  duties.  I  invite  the 
attention  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Birbhum  district  board  to  this 
deplorable  state  of  things.  In  Midnapur,  Murshidabad,  Rajshahi, 
Dinajpur,  Jalpaiguri,  Rangpur,  Dacca,  Faridpur  and  Bakarganj  these 
staffs  inspected  over  50,000  cases.  Another  point  I  wish  to  bring  to 
the  notice  of  the  Chairmen  of  all  district  boards  that  the  vaccination 
inspecting  staffs  have  been  found  by  the  Assistant  Directors  of  Public 
Health  during  their  inspection  of  health  circles,  to  be  engaged  in 
works  other  than  their  legitimate  duties.  This  should  be  deprecated. 

111.  Bengal  Vaccine  Institute! — 1,371  calves  wrere  vaccinated 
during  the.  year  1935-36  as  against  1,411,  1,898  and  2,632  during  the 
three  previous  years.  The  average  yield  of  pulp  per  calf  this  year 
was  404  grains  against  400  and  382  grains.  In  near  future  I  expect 
that  this  average  will  be  increased  to  425  grains.  In  order  to  prevent 
wastage  3,043,365  grains  of  vaccine  lymph  were  manufactured  during 
the  year  against  3,177,788  and  4,190,558  grains  during  the  two  preced¬ 
ing  years.  With  the  total  quantity  of  lymph  manufactured  and 
the  balance  of  6,342,6.10  grains,  we  have  been  able  to  meet  the  heavy 
demand  of  .4,651,146  grains  of  vaccine  lymph  during  the  year  under 
report.  This  figure  seems  to  be  the  highest  on  record.  On  account 
of  the  prevalence  of  smallpox  epidemic  there  was  an  increase  of  30  per 
cent,  in  the  supply  to  all  bodies  in  and  outside  the  province  and  the 
staff  had  to  work  extra  hours  to  meet  the  demand.  A  stock  of 
4,734,829  grains  was  left  in  hand  after  the  close  of  the  year.  Lymph 
to  the  value  of  Rs.  9,904-6  was  sold  as  against  Rs.  11,412  and 
Rs.  6,280  of  the  two  previous  years.  The  average  cost  of  manufacture 
of  vaccine  lymph  per  dose  of  half  a  grain  amounts  to  1  -4  pie  only. 
It  compares  very  favourably  with  the  cost  of  manufacture  in  different 
provinces  in  India  and  is  considered  to  be  the  cheapest.  All  the 
samples  of  lymph  were  invariably  tested  bacteriologically  for  purity 
and  potency.  Not  a  single  grain  of  lymph  was  issued  without  the 
crucial  test  of  efficiency  on  human  arms,  with  the  result  that  no  com¬ 
plaint  has  been  received  from  anybody  as  regards  its  purity  and 
potency.  The  total  expenditure  including  the  overhead  charges  for 
supervision,  etc.,  was  Rs.  44,568-1-3  against  Rs.  42,022-9-9  and 
Rs.  43,499-1-3  during  the  two  preceding  years. 


Chapter  XII 


OTHER  PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

A. — Industrial  Hygiene. 

112.  Septic  tank  latrines. — The  following  list  will  show  the  various

nui?-ber  of  P^ns  approved  in  1935  were  23  against  7  in 
iyd4.  Of  these,  19  were  plans  for  septic  tanks  including  8  in  offices 
and  residential  quarters,  the  rest  being  for  mills  and  factories.  Four 
plans  for  activated  sludge  plants  were  approved  against  one  in  1934. 
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The  increase  in  the  number  of  septic  tanks  in  the  year  under  report 
over  that  of  the  previous  year  was  due  to  the  trade  revival  and  to 
stricter  enforcement  of  the  factory  rules  for  providing1  conveniences 
for  the  labourers.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  activated  sludge 
plants  was  due  to  the  personal  representations  made  to  the  mill  authori¬ 
ties,  explaining  the  advantages  of  the  latter  over  the  septic  tanks  in 
economy  and  better  sanitation  Except  for  small  installations,  this 
department  now  advocates  the  construction  of  activated  sludge  plants 
as  a  general  rule,  though  the  option  lies  with  the  factory  authorities. 

Number  of  inspections,  samples  of  effluents  and  action  taken, — 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-five  inspections  were  made  during  1935 
against  403  in  1934.  1,056  samples  of  effluents  were  examined 

chemically  at  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Laboratory.  Besides,  132 
chemicals  were  examined  on  the  spot  making'  a  total  of  1,188  chemical 
samples.  Six  hundred  and  fifty-one  samples  of  chlorinated  effluents 
were  tested  by  chloroscope  on  the  spot  for  residual  chlorine.  Thus,  the 
total  number  of  samples  examined  during  the  year  was  1,839  against 
2,022  in  1934.  Wherever  unsterilised  effluent  was  found,  steps  were 
immediately  taken  to  remedy  the  defect. 

Titagarh  and  Bfiatpara  sewage  works. — Samples  of  effluents  were 
regularly  collected,  one  a  month  from  the  Titagarh  works  and  two  a 
month  from  the  Bhatpara  works,  as  required  by  the  Government  rules. 

Health  propaganda  work. — Health  propaganda  work  with  magic 
lanterns  was  not  revived  by  the  mill  authorities  during  the  year. 
Owing  to  the  trade  depression,  this  part  of  the  work  did  not  get  the 
attention  it  required.  The  Beng'al  Public  Health  Department,  how¬ 
ever,  supplied  health  posters  and  leaflets  for  distribution  and  display 
in  the  mill  areas.  Yaccination  against  smallpox  and  inoculation 
against  cholera  has  become  the  regular  routine  practice  with  the  mill 
authorities. 

Nuisances. — Remedial  measures  were  suggested  for  nuisances  com¬ 
plained  of  by  the  mill  authorities  and  the  public. 

Improvements. — Though  the  septic  discharges  into  the  Hooghly 
river  are  under  constant  inspection,  the  pollution  of  the  river  water 
is  going  on  by  the  floating  population  in  the  large  number  of  boats 
plying  in  the  river.  As  suggested  before,  the  construction  of  a  series 
of  septic  tanks  on  the  banks  of  the  river  with  requisite  port  regulations 
for  use  by  the  boatmen  might  improve  the  situation. 


B. — Mines  (Asansol  Mines  Board  of  Health). 

113.  Meteorology  and  economic  conditions. — The  total  rainfall 
during  the  year  1935  was  47*90  inches  or  5*10  inches  less  than  the 
normal.  Owing  to  deficient  rains  for  the  two  consecutive  years,  the 
agricultural  outturn  of  the  year  1935  was  below  the  average.  Conse¬ 
quently,  there  was  a  slight  rise  in  the  price  of  food-stuffs.  The  high 
price  of  food-stuffs  along  with  the  fall  in  w*ages  and  the  restricted 
hours  of  employment  had  some  adverse  effect  on  the  economic 
conditions  of  the  majority  of  the  people. 

Vital  statistics. — 10,381  births  with  a  birth  rate  of  27*1  per  mille 
were  registered  in  1935  against  11,133  births  with  a  birth,  rate  of  29*1 
per  mille  in  1934.  There  was,  thus,  a  decrease  of  752  births  m  1935 
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as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  There  were  altogether  8,165 
deaths  from  all  causes  with  a  death  rate  of  21  *3  per  mille  registered 
in  1935  against  8,567  deaths  with  a  death  rate  of  22  -3  per  mille  in  1934, 
showing  a  decrease  of  402  deaths  of  4:5  per  cent,  in  the  death  rate. 
Thus,  in  the  mining  settlement  area,  both  the  birth  and  the  death  rates 
were  less  in  1935  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

Infant  mortality. — 1,521  infants  under  one  year,  died  during  the 
year  1935  against  1,876  during  the  preceding  year,  the  infant  mortality 
rate  being  146-5  against  169-4  per  1,000  births.  The  fall  in  infant 
mortality  was  due  partly  to  the  supervision  of  health  visitors  during 
the  ante-natal  and  post-natal  period  and  partly  to  decline  of  malaria 
during  the  year  under  review. 

Epidemic  diseases.— (a)  Cholera.— There  were  1,144  attacks  of  and 
616  deaths  from  cholera  during  1935  algainst  355  attacks  with  151 
deaths  in  the  preceding  year.  The  disease  appeared  in  epidemic  form 
towards  the  middle  of  March,  reached  its  peak  in  July  and  August 
and  declined  during  the  fourth  quarter.  This  epidemic  is  alleged  to 
have  been  due  partly  to  the  unusual  shrinkage  of  water-supply  and 
partly  to  imported  infection  from  outside  by  daily  migration  of  labour. 
Necessary  measures  were  taken  by  the  Asansol  Mines  Board  of  Health. 
A  total  of  104,751  inoculations  were  performed  during  the  epidemic 
season. 

(b)  Smallpox.— Only  20  deaths  were  reported  as  due  to  smallpox 
against  23  deaths  in  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of  vaccina¬ 
tions  performed  during  the  year  ^  1935  was  43,944,  of  which  14,642 
were  primary  and  29,302  revaccinations. 

Malaria. — Malaria  accounted  for  96  deaths  in  1935  against  168 
deaths  in  1934,  while  fevers  of  all  kinds  (including  malaria)  were 
responsible  for  3,045  deaths  against  3,593  in  the  previous  year.  Anti¬ 
malaria  measures  were  carried  out  in  two  extremely  malarious  areas, 
namely,  Topsi  and  Ballampur,  comprising  a  total  area  of  about  2 
square  miles  with  4  villages.  The  campaign  included  investigation 
of  breeding  places  and  their  treatment,  identification  of  larvae  found 
breeding  in  the  areas,  examination  of  adult  carrier  species  of 
mosquitoes  and  recording  of  spleen  and  endemic  indices  to  gauge  the 
prevalence  of  malaria  and  treatment  of  malarial  cases. 

Respiratory  diseases. — The  total  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory 
diseases  was  1.022  against  1,038  in  the  previous  year.  Of  these, 
pneumonia  claimed  532  and  phthisis  83  deaths  in  1935  against  532  and 
103,  respectively,  in  1934. 

Other  activities  of  the  Board. — The  Bacteriolog  ical  laboratory, 
Malaria  laboratory,  Leprosy  department,  Health  propaganda  and 
'Maternity  section  were  maintained  by  the  Board  for  the  benefit  of  the 
people  of  the  Asansol  Mining  Settlement. 


C. — Public  Analyst. 

114.  (1)  (i)  Bengal  Public  Health  Laboratory. — (a)  Water. — The 

total  number  of  samples  of  water  from  the  various  sources  examined 
chemically  and  bacteriologically  during  1935  were  1,745  and  3,363, 
respectively,  as  compared  with  1,714  and  3,252  during  the  previous 
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year.  Of  these  samples,  1,158  (chemical)  and  2,025  (bacteriological) 
were  accounted  for  jute  mill  water-supplies.  Altogether  192  samples 
were  analysed  at  the  Calcutta  laboratory,  both  chemically  and 
bacteriologically,  from  the  14  municipal  waterworks  and  the  water¬ 
works  at  the  Bengal  Engineering  College,  Shibpur. 

The  results  obtained  by  analysis  of  water  throughout  the  year 
showed  that  the  final  treatment  to  which  waters  from  all  sources  were 
subjected,  was  chlorination  which,  if  carried  out  carefully,  proved  to 
be  the  most  satisfactory  method  of  obtaining  a  safe  potable  water. 
The  waterworks  of  the  Howrah  municipality  at  Serampur  and  of  the 
Uttarpara  municipality  at  Uttarpara  drawing  water  from  the  river 
l^ooghly  are  confronted  with  the  problem  of  rising  salinity  of  the  water 
during  the  summer  months  and  would  either  have  to  store  water  by 
pumping  during  the  ebb  tide  periods,  for  which  provision  of  large 
storage  tanks  would  be  necessary,  or  sink  tube-wells  having  considerable 
yield  of  water  of  low  salinity. 

(b)  Sewage  effluents. — As  pointed  out  in  the  last  year’s  report,  due 
to  the  introduction  of  systematic  chlorination  of  sewage  effluents  the 
practice  of  bacteriological  examination  of  effluents  was  abandoned. 
During  1935,  1,056  samples  of  sewage  effluents  were  examined 
chemically  only  against  998  chemically  and  41  bacteriologically  during 
the  previous  year.  No  trade  or  other  effluent  was  examined  during 
the  year  under  report.  The  results  of  the  chemical  analysis  showed 
that  the  activated  sludge  plants  yield  better  effluents  than  the  septic 
tanks. 


(e)  Foodstuffs. — 7,054  samples  of  food  articles  were  received 
during  1935  at  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  7,341  samples 
were  analysed.  The  results  of  those  received  from  district  boards  and 
municipalities  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table:  —

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Of  the  769  samples  of  food-stuffs  received  from  hospitals  for 
analysis,  716  were  of  milk,  10  of  butter,  20  of  ghee,  14  of  mustard  oil, 
3  of  ata  and  6  of  rice.  The  above  table  will  show  that  a  larger  number 
of  samples  of  mustard  oil  was  found  adulterated  in  1935  than  in  the 
preA7ious  year,  while  the  adulteration  of  milk  underwent  a  slight 
decrease.  Compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  adulteration  of  ghee 
increased  in  the  municipal  but  slightly  decreased  in  the  rural  areas. 
On  the  whole,  mustard  oil  received  more  than  its  due  share  of  attention 
among  the  common  food  articles  in  the  Bengal  dietary.  This  was,  as 
pointed  out  in  the  preceding  year’s  report,  due  to  the  belief  that  mustard 
oil  played  a  role  in  the  causation  of  epidemic  dropsy.  But  although 
increasing  numbers  of  samples  of  mustard  oil  are  being  sent  by  the 
local  bodies  for  analysis  from  year  to  year,  this  has  as  yet  failed  to  check 
ihe  adulteration  of  this  common  food  article. 

The  adulteration  of  milk  and  milk  products  which  are  the  most 
important  food  articles  in  Bengal  has  not  yet  been  controlled  to  any 
appreciable  extent  by  action  hitherto  taken  by  the  local  bodies  under 
the  Bengal  Food  Adulteration  Act,  whereas  the  adulteration  of  ata  and 
tea  appears  to  have  actually  increased.  Seizure  of  food  articles  under 
the  law  must,  therefore,  still  considerably  increase  before  any  satisfac¬ 
tory  check  on  the  adulteration  can  be  expected  and  the  increasing 
analytical  work  can  be  dealt  with  by  the  establishment  of  a  public 
health  laboratory  in  every  district.

Special  work. 

(1)  Viscosity  value  of  mustard  oil. — On  scrutinising  the  results  of 
analysis  of  100  samples  of  mustard  oil,  it  was  seen  that  when  in  at  least 
13  of  these  the  saponification  and  iodine  values  still  passed  the  standards 
for  genuine  mustard  oil  of  the  province  of  Bihar  and  Orissa  and  the 
United  Provinces,  the  viscosity  values  of  the  samples  were  undoubtedly 
low  and  these  samples  responded  to  tests  for  adulterants,  such  as,  linseed 
oil,  groundnut  oil,  etc.,  thus  proving  the  superiority  of  the  viscosity 
value  to  the  other  values  which  constitute  the  present  standards. 

(2)  Standards  for  boiled  milk. — It  was  seen  on  experiment  that  the 
fat  content  of  a  sample  of  boiled  milk  was  about  two-thirds  of  that  of  the 
original  milk  after  two  hours,  less  than  one-half  after  four  hours  and 
about  one-tenth  after  twenty-four  hours.  In  these  experiments,  the  milk 
after  being  boiled  was  kept  in  a  flat  shallow  vessel,  such  as  a  basin.  The 
loss  of  fat  was  less  when  the  container  was  a  cylindrical  vessel,  such  as 
a  breaker,  in  which  the  depth  of  the  fluid  was  smaller  than  the  diameter 
of  the  exposed  surface. 

(3)  The  changes  in  the  values  of  the  constants  of  ghee  as  the  result  of 
boiling. — The  constant  and  definite  change  which  was  observed  in  all  the 
samples  subjected  to  slow  boiling  over  a  single  bunsen  flame,  was  a ■  rise 
in  the  Butyro-refractometer  reading.  The  alteration  of  the  values  ot  the 
other  constants,  e.g.,  the  Reichert  "Wollny  value,  the  saponification  value 
and  the  iodine  value,  did  not  appear  to  occur  regularly. 
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No  other  district  public  health  laboratory  except  the  four  mentioned 
in  the  previous  years’  reports  has  since  been  established  in  Bengal. 

(ii)  Dacca  Branch  Public  Health  Laboratory.— (a)  Water  analysis .— 
Three  hundred  and  seventy-three  samples  of  water  (including  332  routine, 
0  from  different  jails,  5  from  Dacca  military  camp,  10  from  Police 
Department,  15  as  special  samples  from  different  municipalities  and  the 
remaining  5  from  other  sources)  were  examined  chemically  and  1,193 
samples  (including  889  routine,  19  from  different  jails,  195  from  Govern¬ 
ment  House,  17  from  Dacca  military  camp,  52  as  special  samples  from 
different  municipalities,  16  from  Police  Department  and  the  remaining 
5  from  other  sources)  were  examined  bacterioloigically  in  1935  against 
361  and  1341,  respectively,  in  1934. 

(6)  The  total  number  of  samples  of  sewage  from  the  Dacca  sewage 
works  examined  chemically  in  1935  was  336  against  343  in  the  previous 
year.  No  sample  was  examined  bacteriologically. 

(c)  No  sample  of  alum  or  bleaching  powder  was  received  for  analysis 
during  1935. 

(d)  F ood  analysis. — 4,648  samples  of  food-stuff s  were  analysed  and 
certificates  for  3,937  samples  were  issued  in  1935  against  4,216  samples 
analysed  and  certificates  for  4,527  samples  issued  in  1934.  Of  the* 
certified  samples.  2,402  wTere  received  from  district  boards  and  1,535* 
from  municipalities,  the  percentage  of  adulteration  detected  being  51 
and  37,  respectively.  The  results  of  the  analysis  of  the  samples  of  food¬ 
stuffs  w*ere  as  follows  :  —

It  would  appear  from  the  above  table  that  milk  and  milk  products 
were  as  widely  adulterated  as  in  the  previous  years.  The  local  bodies 
paid  undue  attention  to  the  analysis  of  mustard  oil,  although  the  proper 
thing  for  them  would  have  been  to  take  more  vigorous  action  to  check 
the  adulteration  of  milk  and  milk  products  which  are  the  most  important 
food  articles  for  people  of  all  ages. 
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Samples  of  food-stuffs  were  received  from  all  the  seven  district  boards 
and  16  ont  of  26  municipalities  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Dacca 
Public  Health  Laboratory.

The  above  statement  indicates,  in  order  of  extent,  the  adulteration  of 
food  articles  practised  in  the  various  districts  and  the  municipal  areas  in 
the  Dacca  and  Chittagong  Divisions.  Compared  with  the  previous  year, 
the  percentage  of  adulteration  increased  in  the  districts  of  Tippera, 
Mymensingh,  Noakahli  and  Faridpur  and  decreased  in  Dacca,  Chitta¬ 
gong  and  Bakarganj.  Of  the  16  municipalities  in  which  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  Bengal  Food  Adulteration  Act  was  more  or  less  carried  out 
during  the  year  under  report,  the  percentage  of  adulteration  increased 
in  7,  decreased  in  6  and  remained  the  same  in  3  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  Each  of  the  four,  out  of  the  above  16  municipalities,  sent 
less  than  10  samples  for  analysis.  The  municipalities  of  Muktagacha, 
Sherpur,  Bajitpur,  Gauripur,  Madaripur,  TsTalchiti,  Bhola,  Cox’s  Bazar, 
Noakhali  and  Brahmanbaria  did  not  take  any  action  under  the 
law  throughout  the  year.  The  above  facts  show  how  the  Bengal  Food 
Adulteration  Act  was  neglected  in  a  large  number  of  municipalities  in 


the  Dacca  and  Chittagong  Divisions.  The  local  bodies  who  took  action 
under  the  law  during  the  year  followed,  on  the  other  hand,  the  same 
wrong  policy  of  not  paying  well  adjusted  attention  to  the  detection  of 
adulteration  of  milk  and  milk  products. 

115.  (2)  Bengal  Excise  Laboratory. — 8,975  samples  received  from 
the  Excise  and  the  Police  Departments  were  examined  at  the  Bengal 
Excise  Laboratory  during  the  year  1935,  as  against  8,718  in  the  previous 
year.  The  following  table  furnishes,  in  detail,  the  work  carried  out  at 
this  laboratory  during  1935:  —

(2,689,025  c.c.  free  supply  and 
71,785  c.c.  sale)  of  the  vaccine  was  issued  by  the  Bengal  Public  Health 
Department  against  a  total  production  of  2,886,975  c.c.  during  the 
year.  A  sufficient  stock  was  kept  in  reserve  to  meet  any  emergency.

D.— Port  Health  Administration  (Sanitation  in  the  Ports  of 

Calcutta  and  Chittagong). 

118.  (a)  Pert  Of  Calcutta. — (i)  Inspection  of  vessels. — During  the 
year  1935,  the  town  and  the  port  of  Calcutta  were  free  from  plague 
infection  and  hence  no  routine  disinfection  of  clothing  and  bedding  of 
the  Asiatic  and  African  crew  and  of'  third  class  deck  passengers  of  ships 
leaving  for  any  port  beyond  British  India  was  enforced.  The  total 
numbers  of'  European  and  Asiatic  seamen  inspected  on  inward  hound 
vessels  during  1935  were,  respectively,  70  and  860  against  95  and  653 
of  the  previous  year.  In  outgoing  vessels,  the  numbers  wrere,  respec¬ 
tively,  15  099  and  52,132  against  14,364  and  52,544  in  1934. 

(ii)  Public  Health  {European). — There  were  three  deaths  in  hospitals 
among  the  European  seamen  who  arrived  at  this  port  during  the  year 
1935,  as  compared  with  eight  deaths  in  the  previous  year. 

{hi)  Public  Health  {Asiatic). — The  total  number  of  deaths  reported 
by  the  police  during  1935  was  178  against  208  in  the  previous  year. 
Of  these,  3  deaths  were  reported  as  clue  to  cholera,  1  to  smallpox,  68 
to  fever,  6  to  heart  failure,  38  to  drowning,  3  to  burning,  22  to  accidental 
fall  and  injuries,  2  to  murder,  1  to  hanging,  1  to  suicide,  2  to  poisoning, 
11  to  natural  causes  and  20  to  unknown  causes. 

{iv)  Infectious  diseases. — ISTo  ship  with  infectious  diseases  on  hoard 
was  reported  to  have  arrived  at  this  port  during  the  year  1935.  Six 
cases  of  cholera  from  five  sea-going  ships  were,  however,  removed  to 
hospital  while  they  were  lying  in  this  port  and  necessary  measures 
were  taken  by  the  Calcutta  Port  Health  Department  in  each  case.  No 
case  of  infectious  disease  was  reported  to  have  occurred  on  undecked 
native  sea-going  craft.  No  case  of  sleeping  sickness  was  detected  on 
any  vessel  arriving  from  the  East  African  ports.  Only  one  alien  leper 


arrived  at  this  port  from  Singapore  to  obtain  medical  treatment  in 
Calcutta  and  his  physical  condition  at  the  time  of  arrival  was  found  to 
be  good. 

(v)  Unwholesome  foodstuffs. — In  almost  all  cases  ships’  provisions 
were  found  in  order  and  passed  by  the  Calcutta  Port  Health  Depart¬ 
ment. 

(vv)  Disinfection  and  fumigation. — Fourteen  sea-going  vessels,  28 
inland  steamers,  flats  and  launches  and  29  lighters,  bhars  and  dinghis 
were  disinfected  during  1935.  Fifty-one  ships  were  fumigated  with 
the  Clayton  apparatus. 

(vii)  Deratisation  of  ships. — Fifty-one  deratisation  certificates  and 
61  deratisation  exemption  certificates  were  issued  in  1935. 

(viii)  Examination  of  rats. — Eight  hundred  and  eleven  rats  caught 
in  the  port  of  Calcutta  were  examined  at  the  Bengal  Public  Health 
Laboratory  during  the  year  1935,  none  of  which  was  found  to  be 
infected  with  plague.  4,925  rats  were  reported  to  have  been  killed  by 
the  Port  Commissioners’  staff  within  the  docks  and  the  jetties. 

(ix)  Vaccination. — As  many  as  934  persons  were  vaccinated  by  the 
Calcutta  Port  Health  Department  in  1935. 

119.  (b)  Port  Of  Chittagong. — (i)  General  sanitation. — During  the 
year  under  report,  the  general  sanitation  of  the  port  was  satisfactory. 
Only  one  case  of  cholera  occurred  on  board  a  vessel  lying  in  the  port. 
The  patient  was  a  relative  of  the  crew  of  the  vessel  and  died  on  board 
before  any  information  was  received  by  the  Chittagong  Port  Health 
Department.  Necessary  disinfection  measures  were  taken  and  no  other 
case  of  cholera  occurred  on  board  the  vessel  or  amongst  the  floating 
population  of  the  port.  Two  seamen,  one  European  and  the  other  an 
Asiatic,  were  found  suffering  from  influenza.  They  were  removed  to 
hospital  where  they  recovered.  The  part  of  the  ships  occupied  by 
them  were  thoroughly  disinfected  and  fumigated.  Several  cases  of 
heri-beri  were  found  amongst  the  deck  passengers  arriving  at  this  port 
from  Rangoon. 

(it)  Public  Health  (European). — Twenty-one  European  seamen  were 
treated  in  the  hospital  during  1935,  of  whom  one  suffered  from  malarial 
fever,  one  from  influenza,  one  from  pneumonia  and  the  rest  from  other 
diseases.  There  was  no  death  in  the  hospital  among  them. 

(Hi)  Public  Health  (Asiatic). — Fifteen  Asiatic  seamen  were  treated 
in  the  hospital,  of  whom  two  suffered  from  malarial  fever,  one  from 
simple  fever,  one  from  bronchopneumonia,  one  from  influenza  and  the 
jest  from  other  causes  of  whom  one  died  of  pulmonary  phthisis.  There 
was  no  other  death  in  the  hospital  among  them. 

(vv)  Vaccination. — One  hundred  and  forty-six  seamen  were 
vaccinated  during'  1935.  Six  crews  also  wrere  vaccinated  by  the 
Chittagong  Port  Health  Department  on  payment  of  fees. 

(v)  Disinfection  and  fumigation. — Five  ships  were  partially  dis¬ 
infected  and  fumigated. 

(vi)  No  alien  leper  entered  the  Presidency  through  this  port  during 
the  vear  1935.

120.  Personal  proceedings,— Dr.  R.  B.  Khambata  held  the  post  of 
tbe  Director  of  Public  Health  throughout  the  year.  Dr.  A.  K.  Sen 
held  charge  of  the  post  of  the  Director  of  the  Bengal  Public  Health 
Laboratory  during  the  year.  There  was  no  other  change  in  the  superior 
personnel  of  the  department.

Read — 

The  Report  of  the  Director  of  Public  Health,  Bengal,  for  the 
year  1935. 

Vital  statistics. — The  total  number  of  births  and  deaths  recorded 
during  the  year  1935  was  1,634,129  and  1,131,427,  respectively. 

Births  therefore  exceeded  deaths  by  502,702  as  against  an  excess 
of  287,633  in  1934. 

The  provincial  birth-rate  was  32*7  per  mille  and  the  death-rate  22*7 
per  mille  as  against  29-3  and  23-6  respectively  in  1934. 

The  birth-rate  was  the  highest  recorded  since  1919.  Even  so, 
however,  it  was  lower  than  in  any  other  province  in  India  except  the 
North-West  Frontier  Province  and  Assam.  All  districts  in  Bengal 
(except  Dinajpur  and  Bakarganj)  recorded  higher  birth-rates  than  in 
1934,  and  except  in  Dinajpur,  the  birth-rates  in  all  districts  were  in 
excess  of  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years. 

The  proportion  of  male  births  to  every  100  females  born  was  108 
in  1935  against  107  in  1934. 

The  death-rate  (22-7),  which  fell  by  3-8  per  cent,  in  1935,  was 
slightly  in  excess  of  the  last  quinquennial  average  (22-3),  but  was  lower 
than  in  any  other  province  in  India  (except  the  North-West  Frontier 
Province,  Assam  and  Burma). 

Calcutta  alone  recorded  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births.  Birbhum 
and  Bogra,  in  which  the  number  of  deaths  exceeded  the  number  of 
births  in  1934  reversed  the  situation  in  1935  with  a  natural  increase 
of  11-6  and  7-2  per  mille  respectively. 

The  rate  of  natural  increase  in  the  province  rose  from  5-7  per  mille 
in  1934  to  10-0  in  1935.  It  was  still  lower  than  in  any  other  province, 
except  Bihar  and  Orissa  and  Assam,  the  highest  rate  being  20-68  per 
mille  in  the  Punjab. 

2.  Infant  mortality  and  deaths  from  maternal  causes. — The  rate 
of  infant  mortality  per  1,000  births  came  down  from  189-2  in  1934  to 
158-5  in  1935.  The  rate  was  still  very  high,  although  certain  other  pro¬ 
vinces  recorded  higher  rates. 
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259,036  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  died  in  1935  as  compared 
with  277,194  in  1934.  This  represented  22-9  per  cent,  of  the  total 
number  of  deaths  in  this  province — a  very  slight  improvement  on  the 
corresponding  figure  (23-5  per  cent.)  of  the  previous  year.  59-3  per 
cent,  of  the  total  infant  mortality  occurred  among  infants  under  the  age 
of  one  month. 

There  were  15,608  deaths  from  maternal  causes  as  against  13,692 
in  1934 :  the  maternal  death-rate  per  1,000  births  rose  from  9-3  in  1934 
to  9-5  in  1935. 

Another  disquieting  feature  is  the  steady  increase  in  the  proportion 
of  still-births  to  total  births,  viz.,  4-25  per  cent,  in  1935  against  3:53 
in  1934,  3*44  in  1933  and  3-40  in  1932.  Altogether  72,558  still-births 
were  registered  in  1935,  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  three 
years  being  53,580  in  1934,  52,481  in  1933  and  46,742  in  1932.  In 
view  of  these  facts,  Government  have  interested  themselves  in  the  effort 
now  being  made  to  re-establish  under  the  auspices  of  the  Indian  Bed 
Cross  Society  the  Training  School  for  Welfare  Workers  which  had  to 
be  closed  from  lack  of  funds  a  few  years  ago. 

The  need  for  greater  attention  to  maternity  and  child  welfare  work 
both  in  urban  and  rural  areas  is  an  obvious  one ;  and  the  Minister  trusts 
that  the  local  authorities  will  be  in  a  position  to  devote  an  increasing 
share  of  their  resources  to  the  solution  of  this  important  problem. 

3.  Cholera.. — There  were  59,605  deaths  from  cholera  in  1935 
against  50,742  in  1934;  this  represented  an  increase  of  20  per  cent,  on 
the  mortality  of  the  previous  year  and  on  the  average  of  the  previous 
quinquennium.  5-3  per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  mortality  was  due 
to  this  disease. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  the  rate  of  mortality  from  this  disease  was 
higher  than  in  any  other  province  except  Central  Province  and  Bihar 
and  Orissa.  Against  the  provincial  rate  of  mortality,  which  rose  from 
1*0  per  mille  in  1934  to  1-2  in  1935,  the  highest  rate  (2-5  per  mille) 
was  recorded  by  the  district  of  the  24-Parganas,  closely  followed  by 
Howrah  and  Noakhali  where  the  rate  was  2-4  per  mille.  Although  in 
as  many  as  7  districts  the  rate  of  mortality  was  lower  than  in  1934,  the 
increase  in  other  districts  (except  Mymensingh  and  Bogra  where  the 
rate  remained  the  same)  was  responsible  for  the  total  increase  of  deaths 
from  cholera.  Darjeeling  was  free  from  cholera  during  the  year. 
Of  the  total  deaths  from  cholera,  4,770  occurred  in  towns  and  54,835 
in  the  rural  areas. 

2,689,025  c.c.  of  anti-cholera  vaccine  were  issued  during  the  year 
against  2,442,620  c.c.  in  1934.  The  total  number  of  inoculations  per¬ 
formed  was  2,329,326  against  2,106,269  in  the  previous  year. 

Other  preventive  measures  included  disinfection  of  sources  of  water- 
supply,  provision  of  facilities  for  the  inoculation  of  pilgrims,  assistance 
to  various  local  authorities  in  anti-cholera  work  and  educative  propa¬ 
ganda  work  by  means  of  magic  lantern  and  bioscopic  film  demonstra¬ 
tions  together  with  the  distribution  of  leaflets  and  posters  on  cholera. 

4.  Small-pox. — -Small-pox  was  responsible  for  7,548  deaths  against 
8,296  in  1934,  showing  a  reduction  in  the  death-rate  from  -2  to  *1  per 
mille.  The  death-rate  was  highest  in  April,  May  and  December  and 
lowest  in  October,  but  was  lower  in  every  month  except  December  than

in  the  corresponding  months  of  the  previous  decade.  Calcutta  alone 
was  responsible  for  1,173  deaths,  or  51*7  per  cent,  of  total  deaths  in 
towns :  the  incidence  in  Calcutta  (1  *03  per  mille)  was  higher  than  in  the 
previous  year  but  was  lower  than  that  of  the  preceding  decade.  Jessore, 
Khulna  and  Darjeeling,  with  a  death-rate  of  -01  per  mille  each,  were 
the  least  affected  districts. 

As  in  the  year  1934,  small-pox  accounted  for  -7  per  cent,  of  the  total 
provincial  mortality.  The  percentage  of  mortality  was,  however,  lower 
than  in  any  other  province  except  Burma,  Assam,  the  Punjab  and  the 
North-West  Frontier  Province. 

Mortality  among  young  children  continued  to  be  very  high.  400 
infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  and  910  children  between  one  and  ten 
years  died  of  small-pox,  as  against  377  and  966  respectively  in  the 
preceding  year. 

The  number  of  persons  vaccinated  increased  from  6,791,962  in  1934 
to  9,106,830  in  1935.  Although  this  number  is  the  highest  as  yet 
recorded  in  a  year  it  includes  over  6,000,000  cases  of  revaccination  and 
there  are  grounds  for  believing  that  more  than  four-fifths  of  the  total 
population  of  the  province,  still  remain  unvaccinated. 

The  average  cost  of  each  successful  case  of  vaccination  was  one  anna 
and  six  pies  against  one  anna  and  nine  pies  in  the  previous  year.  The 
average  cost  of  the  manufacture  of  vaccine  lymph  per  dose  of  half  a 
grain  was  1  -4  pie  only. 

5.  Malaria  and  kala-azar. — Mortality  from  fevers  fell  from  764,492 
in  1934  to  705,628  in  1935,  the  death-rate  being  14-1  per  mille  of  popu¬ 
lation  against  15*3  in  1934  and  14-8  during  the  last  quinquennium. 
Malaria  accounted  for  342,955  and  kala-azar  for  17,469  of  these  deaths, 
as  against  387,191  and  14,763  respectively  in  the  previous  year. 

Rangpur  recorded  the  highest  rate  of  fever  mortality  (22-6  per  mille) 
while,  as  in  the  previous  year,  the  rate  was  the  lowest  in  Calcutta  (3*7 
per  mille). 

The  death-rate  from  malaria  continued  to  be  the  heaviest  in  Raj- 
shahi  with  16-4  per  mille,  as  againsst  the  provincial  death-rate  of  6-9 
per  mille.  The  other  districts  which  recorded  death-rates  above  10-0 
per  mille  were  Jessore  (14-2),  Nadia  (13-8),  Rangpur  (12-6),  Malda 
(12*3),  Dinajpur  (12  T),  Bogra  (11-0)  and  Murshidabad  (10-8).  Com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  year,  five  districts  recorded  slightly  increased 
death-rates;  and  except  for  Khulna,  where  the  position  remained  the 
same,  the  death-rate  declined  in  all  other  districts,  the  decrease  being 
most  noticeable  in  Birbhum  (from  15  ;4  to  9*2)  and  Murshidabad  (from 
15-5  to  10-8). 

Fever  indices  for  1935  show  the  incidence  of  malaria  to  be  the 
highest  in  Jessore  (15-5  per  cent.),  and  in  excess  of  40  per  cent,  in 
Burdwan  (49-3),  Nadia  (48-7),  Jalpaiguri  (44*7),  Rangpur  (44-5), 
Hooghly  (43-6),  Birbhum  (43-0),  Khulna  (42-6)  and  Dinajpur  (41 ’9). 

The  death-rate  from  kala-azar  continued  to  show  a  slight  increase, 
viz.,,  from  *29  to  -35  per  mille.  The  number  of  new  kala-azar  cases 
admitted  for  treatment  increased  from  121,142  in  1934  to  138,274  in 
1935,  the  increase  being  most  marked  in  Rangpur,  Bogra,  Bakarganj, 
Noakhali,  Tippera  and  Faridpur.  On  the  other  hand,  Burdwan, 
Hooghly,.  Murshidabad,  Rajshahi  and  Dinajpur  showed  a  noticeable 
decrease  in  the  number  of  such  cases. 
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Compared  with  1934  the  death-rate  from  kala-azar  decreased  in  towns 
by  11  1  per  cent,  and  in  Calcutta  by  23-5  per  cent.,  but  there  was  an 
increase  of  20  per  cent,  in  the  rural  areas.  The  mortality  from  kala- 
azar  was  the  highest  in  the  town  of  Jessore  (1-3  per  mille). 

The  experiment  in  the  intensive  treatment  of  the  population  with 
quinine  and  plasmochin,  which  was  initiated  in  1933  in  the  Memari 
thana  in  the  district  of  Burdwan,  was  continued  during  the  year.  It 
was  reported  to  have  resulted  in  a  marked  reduction  in  the  incidence 
of  malaria  within  the  area  selected ;  but  as  the  year  of  review  was, 
till  the  preceding  year,  one  of  unusual  drought,  it  was  not  possible  to 
make  any  conclusive  deduction  from  the  results,  and  it  was  accordingly 
decided  to  continue  the  experiment. 

Free  distribution  of  quinine  in  five  selected  thanas  in  Western 
Bengal  was  continued  during  the  year. 

The  campaign  against  anopheles  ludlowii  in  the  Salt  Lake  area, 
which  continued  to  be  a  menace  to  Calcutta,  had  to  be  suspended  in 
February  1935  owing  to  the  non-receipt  of  contribution  from  the  Cor¬ 
poration  of  Calcutta  towards  the  control  measures  in  this  section.  This 
had  an  obviously  unfortunate  consequence,  as  almost  all  the  villages 
in  the  Salt  Lake  area  were  reported  to  be  breeding  anopheles  ludlowii 
during  the  year.  Many  new  foci  for  the  species  were  also  discovered 
along  banks  of  the  river  Hooghly,  Bidyadhari  and  Ichamati  and  else¬ 
where  and  also  in  certain  places  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  of  Calcutta. 

Ludlowii  control  measures  were  successfully  undertaken  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  at  Budge  Budge  with  the  co-operation  of  the  jute  mill 
authorities,  the  local  municipality,  and  the  district  board  of  the  24- 
Parganas.  Similar  measures  were  undertaken  in  the  Chengail  area 
by  the  Bengal-Nagpur  Bailway  in  collaboration  with  some  jute  mills 
and  the  district  board  of  Howrah.  The  East  Indian  Bailway  autho¬ 
rities  continued  to  take  anti-larval  measures  in  the  railway  settlement, 
Lillooah. 

6.  Respiratory  diseases. — -Respiratory  diseases  accounted  for 
84,868  deaths  in  1935  against  85,113  in  1934  representing  respectively 
7*5  and  7  *2  per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  mortality  in  these  two 
years.  There  was  no  change  in  the  death-rate  (1  *7  per  mille)  but  it 
was  higher  by  21  -4  per  cent,  than  the  provincial  quinquennial  average. 
Compared  with  the  average  of  the  last  decade,  there  was  an  increase  in 
the  death-rate  in  every  district  (except  Calcutta). 

Calcutta,  as  usual,  recorded  the  highest  death-rate  of  8*3  per  mille; 
then  came  Jalpaiguri  (4*8),  Howrah  (3-8),  Hooghly  (3*,7)  and  Darjeeling 
(3*5).  Malda  recorded  the  lowest  death-rate  of  *4  per  mille  as  in  the 
previous  two  years. 

Pneumonia  was  responsible  for  41,938  of  these  deaths  as  compared 
with  41,006  in  1934  representing  a  death-rate  of  *84  against  *82  per 
mille  in  1934.  The  increase  was  confined  to  the  rural  areas,  only.  As 
before  the  death-rate  from  pneumonia  was  highest  in  J alpaiguri  (3  *66 
per  mille),  followed  by  Hooghly  (2*38)  and  Calcutta  (2-.08). 

There  were  16,525  deaths  from  phthisis  against  14,845  in  the 
previous  year,  showing  an  increase  of  10  per  cent,  which  was  shared 
by  all  but  eight  districts.  Darjeeling  returned  the  highest  death-rate 
(2*, 9  per  mille)  followed  by  Calcutta  (2;5  per  mille). 
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7.  Other  diseases. — Enteric  fever  accounted  for  *8  per  cent,  of  tlie 
total  provincial  mortality.  The  number  of  deaths  from  the  disease  was 
8,709  during  the  year  against  9,754  in  1934.  The  death-rate  decreased 
by  11-8  per  cent,  in  rural  areas,  by  2  per  cent,  in  urban  areas  and  by 
5  per  cent,  in  Calcutta. 

Dysentery  took  a  toll  of  27,349  lives  and  diarrhoea  of  24,581  in  1935 
as  against  29,674  and  24,273  respectively  in  1934.  As  in  the  previous 
year,  these  two  diseases  accounted  for  4  -6  per  cent,  of  the  total  pro¬ 
vincial  mortality.  The  combined  death-rate  was  highest  in  Darjeeling 
(3*86  per  mille)  and  Howrah  (3*52  per  mille). 

8.  Leprosy. — Survey  and  propaganda  by  the  British  Empire 

Leprosy  Belief  Association  had  drawn  the  attention  of  the  local  authori¬ 
ties  to  the  growing  incidence  of  leprosy  in  the  province,  with  the  result 
that  more  than  200  leprosy  treatment  clinics  were  established  in 
several  districts.  In  the  district  of  Bankura  alone,  which  is.  reported 
to  contain  about  45,000  lepers  of  whom  about  40  per  cent,  are  infective, 
133  leprosy  relief  committees  were  formed  by  union  boards,  up  to  the 
year  under  review.  During  the  year  1935,  21  leprosy  clinios  were 

maintained  by  union  boards,  6  by  the  district  board  and  2  by  missions. 
More  than  5,000  cases  were  treated  in  these  clinics. 

9.  Fairs  and  festivals. — Satisfactory  arrangements  were  made  by 
the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  local  authorities  concerned  for 
the  prevention  of  the  outbreak  of  infectious  diseases  at  the  Ganga 
Sagar  and  INTangalbandha  melas  which  are  attended  every  year  by  a 
large  number  of  pilgrims. 

Out  of  15  cases  of  cholera  which  occurred  at  the  Ganga  Sagar  mela, 
five  ended  fatally;  while  at  Nangalbandha,  where  there  were  a  lakh  of 
pilgrims,  there  were  only  two  cases,  but  no  deaths. 

10.  Sanitary  works  including  water  supply. — Bupees  47,86,558  or 
42*0  per  cent,  of  the  total  receipts  (including  opening  balance)  of  muni¬ 
cipalities  was  spent  on  sanitary  works  during  the  year  1934-35,  showing 
a  decrease  of  3  *1  per  cent,  from  the  previous  year’s  expenditure.  The 
average  expenditure  per  head  of  municipal  population  was  Bs.  2-1-3  *8. 
Bupees  26,09,596  was  spent  on  conservancy,  Bs.  10,12,699  on  water 
supply  and  Bs.  3,35,298  on  drainage. 

The  expenditure  of  district  boards  on  water  supply,  drainage  and 
sanitation  remained  almost  stationary;  2*7  per  cent,  of  their  income  was 
spent  on  w'ater  supply,  0*1  per  cent,  on  drainage  and  9*7  per  cent,  on 
sanitation  (including  vaccination)  against  2*9,  *,1  and  9:9  respectively 
in  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  the  union  boards  spent  Bs.  6,26,582  on  water  supply, 
Bs.  65,180  on  drainage  and  Bs.  73,878  on  conservancy.  Their  total 
expenditure  was  Bs.  91,16,871  against  Bs.  90,12,874  in  the  previous 
year. 

11.  School  hygiene. — In  Calcutta,  three  Government  school 
medical  officers  and  medical  officers  attached  to  particular  insti¬ 
tutions  carried  out  a  systematic  inspection  of  school  children ; 
they  visited  over  100  schools  and  examined  altogether  7,980 
scholars,  of  whom  34*7  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  well- 
nourished  and  18*8  per  cent,  ill-nourished.  12*8  per  cent.,  of  the 
students  were  reported  to  have  defective  teeth  and  14*5  per  cent,  to  be 
suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils,  while  23*1  per  cent,  were  found  to  be 
offering  from  eye-troubles, 
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In  other  municipal  towns,  72  schools  were  visited  by  26  medical 
officers  who  examined  8,102  pupils.  Of  these,  31  per  cent,  were  found 
to  be  well-nourished  and  25*5  per  cent,  ill-nourished.  10  per  cent, 
had  defective  teeth  and  9  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  eye- 
troubles;  only  18  per  cent,  of  the  students  had  enlarged  spleen. 

In  the  rural  areas,  2,140  students  w^ere  medically  examined  in  54 
schools.  Of  these,  27  *5  per  cent.  were  reported  to  be 
well-nourished  and  32*2  per  cent,  ill-nourished.  9*5  per  cent, 
had  defective  teeth;  5 '3  per  cent,  were  suffering  from  eye- 
troubles,  while  13  •  <  per  cent,  had  enlarged  spleen.  Important  defects 
in  the.  health  of  the  children  were  promptly  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
guardians  for  proper  treatment. 

1  here  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  inspections  made  by 
rural  sanitary  inspectors  who  visited  5,595  schools  against  4,865  in  the 
previous  year,  and  inspected  172,032  pupils  against  147,599  in  1934. 

12.  Educational  propaganda . — Altogether  1,680  lectures  and  demon¬ 
strations  on  sanitation,  including  cinematograph  shows,  were  given  by 
the  twelve  units  of  publicity  staff  employed  under  the  Public  Health 
Department.  These  w^ere  attended  by  over  194  lakhs  of  people,  against 
18  lakhs  who  attended  1,444  such  demonstrations  in  1934.  The  growing 
popularity  of  these  lectures  and  demonstrations  and  the  increased 
demand  for  the  services  of  the  publicity  staff  in  connection  with  health 
shows  and  exhibitions  throughout  the  province  testify  to  the  value  of 
this  form  of  health  propaganda. 

The  Public  Health  publicity  staff  also  rendered  valuable  assistance 
to  about  100  exhibitions  in  the  mufassil  and  30  in  Calcutta.  The  Gov¬ 
ernment  exhibition  van,  in  which  a  cinema  party  toured  in  the  rural 
areas,  held  84  exhibitions  in  the  districts  of  the  24-Parganas,  Jessore  and 
Midnapore,  attended  by  an  aggregate  number  of  about  two  lakhs  of 
people.  Educative  propaganda  through  the  radio  was  continued  during 
the  year  and  lectures  were  given  on  various  public  health  subjects. 
About  60,000  leaflets  and  20,000  posters  on  health  subjects  were  distri¬ 
buted  throughout  the  province.  Four  new  films  on  sanitation  were 
prepared  during  the  year. 

13.  General. — Although,  owing  to  financial  stringency,  the  Public 
Health  Department  was  not  in  a  position  to  take  up  any  new  scheme,  its 
normal  activities  were  continued  without  any  serious  curtailment. 
Besides  finding  a  moiety  of  the  charge  on  account  of  Health  Officers 
employed  by  the  local  authorities,  a  sum  of  Rs.  10,97,500  was  provided 
to  assist  district  boards  in  maintaining  their  rural  health  units,  the 
assistance  being  limited  to  a  maximum  of  Rs.  2,000  for  each  thana  unit. 
In  addition  to  a  sum  of  Rs.  2,02,000  allotted  from  the  Government  of 
India’s  subvention  for  rural  uplift,  a  sum  of  Rs.  2  lakhs  was  spent  for 
the  improvement  of  drinking  water  supply  in  rural  areas.  Other  grants 
included  Rs.  70,000  for  combating  kala-azar,  Rs.  45,000  for  free  vaccina¬ 
tion,  Rs.  2,30,000  for  anti-malarial  measures  and  for  the  free  supply  of 
quinine.  A  grant  of  Rs.  10,000  was  made  to  the  Tuberculosis  Associa¬ 
tion  and  a  small  grant  (Rs.  5,500)  to  the  Bengal  Branch  of  the  British 
India  Leprosy  Relief  Association  for  carrying  on  propaganda  against 
tuberculosis  and  leprosy  respectively. 

The  Public  Health  Department  continued  to  render  valuable  assist¬ 
ance  to  the  local  authorities  on  the  occasion  of  serious  outbreaks  of 
epidemic  diseases,  by  sending  extra  staff,  drugs  and  disinfectants,  to 
supplement  their  resources,  .  :
